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N ew Y ork, March 26th.—A Scranton 
dispatch to the Sun gives a long interview 
■with Master W orkman Powderly, who 
sa y s: “ i feel that ¡f I could have an inter­ 
view with Gould him self in relation to the 
present trouble it could be settled in a very 
short tim e. 
I am convinced that the real 
condition along the line has been studi­ 
ously and purposely kept from Gould. 
Furthermore, at the tim e of our interview 
on the Wabash affair, he expressed him ­ 
self so favorably to labor organizations 
that I am inclined to think he w ill not re­ 
fuse to treat with us in a spirit of fairness. 
A ll his own expressions then made to me 
on the subject of labor lead to this conclu­ 
sion. 
It is hard to tell where the matter 
w ill end, unless a settlem ent is effected 
soon. 
This battle is tor right and justice 
on the part of the m en. and mere recogni­ 
tion under the nam e of the K nights of 
I.abor 
is 
a 
secondary consideration.” 
Powderly saiu that th e tim e was not far 
distant when a strike o f any magnitude 
would-be im possible in this country, and 
the Knights of Labor would be instru­ 
m ental in bringing about such a condition 
o f aflairs. 


TH E GRAND MASTER SPEAKS. 
St. Louis, March 26th.—Grand Master 
" orkruan Powderlv lias issued a secret 
circular to the Noble Order of the Knights 
of Labor in America, which has just been 
made public. 
Powderly instructs the Sec­ 
retary o f each Assem bly to cull a full meet­ 
ing and read before it the sentiments which 
follow . 
The address opens with an order 
- 
to tiie Assem bly to cease initiating new 
members until the relations of capital and 
labor shall become less strained than at 
the present tim e; and continues: ‘‘ To at­ 
tempt to win concessions or gains with our 
present raw, undisciplined membership, 
would he like hurling an unorganized mob 
against a well-drilled regular army. 
It is 
not fair to order Assemblies to bring in 
new members, pick up tiieir quarrels us 
soon as organized, and have them expect pe­ 
cuniary aid from those who helped build 
the Order up for noble purpose-.” 
After 
dw elling at som e length upon the inadvisa­ 
bility of taking in new members at present, 
the address continues: 
“ We must not 
fritter away our strength and miss the 
opportunity of the present success against 
capital by rushing into a useless strike.” 
Powderly then cautioned the Assemblies 
again«t receiving too many into their ranks, 
and warns the Knights that politicians are 
planning night and day how to catch the 
K nights for the advantages of party, and 
adds that to use the natue of the Order in 
a political contest is criminal, and must 
not occur again. 
Referring to the eight- 
hour movement, the circular says: 
“ As­ 
sem blies of Knights must not strike for the 
eight-hour system on May 1st, under the 
impression that they are obeying an order 
from headquarters, for such was not and 
wilt not lie given. 
Out of sixtv m illion of 
people in the United States and Canada, 
our Order has possibly three m illion.

favor of a short-hour plan before Mav 1st ? 
It is nonsense to think oi it?”

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A Maonificknt P roject.—An enormous 
schem e for the disposal of the sewage o f 
London has been projected by Colonel 
Jones and Bailey Denton. 
Convey Island, 
in the Thames, not far from ils m onth, is a 
' 
* tint island of 4,500 acres area, which. 
although containing a few dwellings and a 
church, lies I>eiow the level of high tides, 
and the water is kept from overflowing it 
by enbankraents 10 to 12 feet high. To this 
island the proposition is to convey tlie.sew- 
age of the metropolis, and after "purifying 
it by lime, which can be procured at small 
expenso ¡rom the chalk which crops out 
on both sides of the river near by. dis­ 
charge the effluent in the river on tiie fall­ 
ing tide, the low-water level being 10 to 121 
feet below the surface of the island. 
The 
solid portion of the sewage wiil be depos­ 
ited on the surface and render the soil fer­ 
tile and productive. 
The capacity of the 
island is such that it is estimated tliat it 
will take the sewage o f London 100 years 
before it will be tiffed up to (he level o f the 
existing levees. 
If found' profitable to do 
so, the liquid portion of the sewage m ight 
be pumped on to the mainland over a ridge 
200 feel high and 5 m iles off, and thence 
flow by gravity overa territory o f 60,000 lo 
80,000 acres of arable land. 
The projectois 
estimate tliat the expense of construction 
and maintenance could be met bv a taxa­ 
tion of three-tenths of one per cent, o f the 
assessed valuation of the metropolitan dis­ 
trict.— $anitarv Engineer. 


Y o u n g V in e y a r d s I n ju r e d by R are it s. 
Rabbits have done much damage in the 
young vineyards at St. Helena. H olihand’s 
three-year-old twenty-acre vineyard lias 
been completely destroyed by them, the 
ground not having been protected bv a 
rabbit-proof fence. 
The Cutler vineyard 
has suffered the sam e way, owing to the 
same omission. 
Mr. H oiihand has re­ 
canted nine acres, and the remainder will 
je planted this year with grain. Last year’s 
planting with vines was not very success­ 
ful. 
The primers find a large percentage of 
the voting vines dead. One vinevardist has 
lost about 60 per cent, in a patch of nine 
acres, and, being unable to get the right 
varieties to OH the blanks, lie is now think­ 
ing of putting it in wheat. 
The failures 
were due to late planting and subsequent 
drought. The remainder of the vineyard is 
in fine condition.—[San Francisco Bulletin. 


I n t e r e s t in g to F a r m e r s.—The Supreme 
Court yesterday rendered an opinion in the 
action of 
Haus et al. vs. Garratt.

action was to recover damages for trespasses 
com mitted by the defendant’» stock iqem 
the plaintiff’s crops, in Santa Clara coun­ 
ty.

A r g u m e n t o f H o n . J o s e p h C ra ig . 
W ith deference to the Court, as this is a 
m atter of considerable importance to the 
Commonwealth, as well as to thedefendant 
in .his case. I have endeavored to search 
out and find the authorities which 1 deem 
to be applicable to the question now before 
the Court, and with the indulgence of your 
H onor shall present the authorities first 
and th • law, ami then argue the facts. 


P O W E R o r T H E COURT TO A U T H O R IZ E UAH,. 
I shall address myself first to the ques­ 
tion of the power of this Court to adm it 
the defendant to bail, notwithstanding 
what the proof in the case may be. We 
fiii«1 the language of the Constitution to be. 
Article One, Section 0, “All persons shall 
be bailable bv sufficient suretii s, unless for 
capital offenses when the proof is evident 
or the presumption great.” 
1 take it lor 
granted that that is an absolute grant of 
right under all circumstances where the 
proof is not evident and the presumption 
not great, and shall endeavor to show to 
your Honor that it is mandatory in this 
case, but not prohibitory in the other class 
o f cases. 
I take it lor granted that there is 
but one universal rule upon the question 
of habeas corpus, and that universal rule is 
that whenever and wherever bail will 
secure the presence oí the defendant 
at los trial it ought to be granted. That 
universal rule is. that imprisonment liefore 
trial ami conviction is never imposed upon 
a defendant as a means of punishment, hut 
simply for the purpose of securing his at­ 
tendance at the trial. 
I understand, from 
the argum ent of the opposite counsel yes­ 
terday, in their few brief remarks, that the 
rule in this State will be claimed by them 
to be that whenever a Trial Court will re­ 
fuse to set aside a verdict where a capital 
conviction has been liad that bail will not 
be granted, relying on the case of Ex parte 
Troia, in the 1.1 Cal., which case is based 
upon the case in 2d Asbiuead Pennsylva­ 
nia Reports. 1 think 1 can show to your 
Hi mor s entire satisfaction that such a*rule 
is plainly and clearly violative of the fund­ 
am ental law of this State, as shown by the 
decisions in almost every State of this 
Union, and that a man shall not be denied 
bail in any case unless the proof is evident 
or the presumption great, and that the doc­ 
trine laid down in these particular cases 
has no application to the case now before 
your Honor, because it is a well-known 
proposition of law, sustained by all the 
Courts, that when there is any proof to sus­ 
tain a verdict of conviction it will not be 
. set aside, no matter how slight that proof, 
an 1 no matter how slight may be the con­ 
flict. of evidence. The Court will not in 
such case set ..side the verdict of a jury, 
because all doubtful questions have been 
res «lved in favor of the people and against 
the defendant. The presumption of inno­ 
cence no longer exists, and it wouid be a 
hardship 
and 
a 
direct violation 
of 
the 
constitutional 
provision 
of 
this 
State 
to 
hold that 
such 
a 
rule 
should 
prevail 
in 
any 
case 
upon 
motion for bail, because the Constitution 
clearly and explicitly says that before baT 
shall be denied a defendant as a constitu­ 
tional right, and before the t-unstitulional 
right shall be abridged in any manner, the 
proof must be evident or the presumption 
m ust be great. 
Now, in the Troia case, as 
tiie .Supreme Court very properly said, the 
evidence showed a willful, premeditated 
and deliberate ease of murder in the first 
degree, and if the testimony of Rafferty 
was to lie believed, the defendant was 
guilty of tlie highest degree of the crime of 
m urder, and the only question there was 
was a conflict of evidence. 
Witnesses were 
introduced to show that Rafferty had sworn 
falsely. On the trial the People had in­ 
troduce 1 evidence to show that the testi­ 
mony of Rafferty was true, that he was a 
reliable and competent witness, and was 
entitled to be believed in the trial of the 
ease. Therefore the only question before 
the Supreme Court in that case was the 
question of credibility of 
witnesses—a 
tiling with which Courts seldom it ever 
«leal. 


TilF. SOLE PUBFOSK IS TO SKCl’RE 
T H E 
DE­ 
FENDANT'S A I’PEA BA NVE. 
Upon the first proposition, reading from 
the ease of ex parte Duncan,* n 54 Caí., 
page 77, we find the following : 
“ The sole purpose which should guide 
the Court or Judge in fixing the am ount of 
bail in any case in which bail is allowable, 
should always he to secure the personal ap­ 
pearance of the accused to answer the 
charge against him. 
It is not the intention 
of the law to punish an accused person by 
imprisoning him in advance of his trial. 
Such inhum anity or injustice as indicting 
punishm ent upon him before his guilt lias 
been ascertained by legal means, is not to 
be imputed to the system of law under 
which we live, and the provisions found in 
the American Constitutions establishing the 
writ ot habeas corpus, securing to accused 
persons imprisoned for felonies, less than 
than capital in degree, the absolute right 
to be admitted to bail, and declaring that 
such bail shall not be excessive, strikingly 
indicate the extreme jealousy with which 
the common law guards the'personal lib­ 
erty of the citizen Ir.>ni unwarrantable or 
unnecessary restraint.” 
Now. at one time it wushel 1 in this State 
in <'al., in the case of ex parte Tinder,) 
that the finding of an indictment was con­ 
clusive evidence of the guilt, or of the pre­ 
sum ption of the guilt, of the prisoner, and 
that you oould not go back of the indict­ 
ment. That provision of our statute iuts 
been amended, and to-day the fact that a 
man lias been indicted and arraigned for 
triai does not create a ¡«resumption ot guilt 
against him. In passing upon that case the 
Judges of our Supreme Court used ibis 
language: 
“ And independently of any consideration 
of the merits oi the prosecution, circum­ 
stances frequently arise which will justify 
the allowance of bail after indictment 
found. Thus bail may be allowed if the 
trial of the pris «tier lias been unreasonably 
delayed. 
And under our statute if the 
trial b 
postponed, even upon sufficient 
reasons, from term to term, the Court may 
«lis* a urge the detemlant on bis own recog­ 
nizance. 
(Crim. Trac. Act. Secs. 594, 5!t5.) 
So also bail may be allowed where any 
event lias happened postponing indefi­ 
nitely the further prosecution of the action, 
as the repeal of the statute giving the juris­ 
diction of the Court to try the indictment 
(where such jurisdiction, depends upon 
.statute) without provision for its transfer 
to any other tribunal. So also where the 
law creating the offense charged has beet, 
repealed without a reservation of the pen­ 
alty for ¡«ast offenses. Other cases might 
be enumerated where bail, after indictment 
for a capital off rise, may be properly asked 
an i allowed. Those to which we have re- 
fcrre i are of the most frequent occurrence.” 
^ That clearly concedes the power in the 
Court to exercise its judicial discretion, 
when it has become sat died that bail will 
•ecure the appearance of the defendant, 
and .«exercise its judicial discretion inde­ 
pendent.v of the merits ot the prosecu­ 
te ;,. 
1 say that that case in thi- State 
establishes the 
doctrine that the law

OF

TO B A IL 
In all eases except where the proof is evi­ 
dent and the presumption great. It is a 
grant of ¡iow.tr to that extent, and it «i.tes 
not prohibit the exercise of judicial dis­ 
cretion tis primarily exercised under the 
common law of this country. Now I find 
a case in 57 Mississippi Reports, reported 
at page 3D—the case of ex parte Bridewell. 
It is a short case that. I think, entirely dis­ 
poses of the Ash mead rase and the ease of 
ex parto Troia, in the Of Cai. I will read 
it, and invite your Honor's especiai atten­ 
tion to its reasoning; 
“ By the orgauio law of ihe State, it is de­ 
clared that ‘ excessive bail shail not be re­ 
quired : and all persons shall, before con­ 
viction, be bailable by sufficient sureties, 
except for capital offenses, when the proof 
is evident or presumption great.’ thill of 
Rights, Section 8.) 
“ This provision makes the granting of 
bui; mandatory in ail cases not excluded 
by the exception, but does not prohibit it in 
cnirs failing within the exception. 
In 
eth er words, mi persons have the constitu­ 


tional right to be bailed, except w hen the 
proof is positive or the presumption great 
that they have been guilty of a capital of­ 
fense; 
a n d , even when tho proof against 
them is of tiiis character, they may be ad­ 
mitted to bait within the sound discretion 
of the presiding Judge, if there be ex­ 
ceptional circumstances that seem to de­ 
m and it. 
“ The admission to bail, however, where 
there is evident proof or great presumption 
of guilt of a capital offense is not a consti­ 
tutional right, but a matter resting in the 
sound judicial discretion of the trial Judge, 
who should not grant it, save under exlra- 
or linary circumstances—such as serious 
and probably fatal injur^ to health, or un­ 
usual and protracted delay upon the ¡.art 
of the State iu bringing the prisoner to 
trial. 
“ W hat rule should be applied in de­ 
termining whether tho applicant for bail 
lias negatived the existence o f evident 
proof or great presumption of the com­ 
mission of a capital offense, and lias there­ 
by established bis constitutional right tobe 
released from im prisonment? 
“ We remark, in the first place, that the 
judicial officer who hears the application 
is the trier of the facts, and acts upon the 
conviction 
that 
the 
testimony 
leaves 
upon 
his 
own mind. 
He 
must 
give 
or 
deny 
l«ail 
according 
to 
his opinion upon the question whether a 
case has been made out which brings the 
prisoner within or without the constitu­ 
tional rule. W hen w esit iu revision of his 
judgment, we act upon the conviction made 
upon us by a perusal of the testimony con­ 
tained in the record, giving to the judgm ent 
of the inferior officer that prima facie pro 
sumption of correctness which attaches to 
the judgm ent of all Courts of competent 
jurisdiction, strengthened in this class of 
cases by the fact that he lias seen the wit­ 
nesses and heard them testify under cir- 
, cumslances which made it His duty to at­ 
tend to their bearing and determine iheir 
credibility. 
“ W hat strength of proof shall be re­ 
garded as having made guilt evident, or 
the presumption of it so great as to bring 
the accused within the constitutional ex­ 
ception, and deprive him of the legal right 
to demand enlargement upon bail ? 
“ It was sai i by the High Court of Errors 
and Appeals in Moore’s case (36 Miss., 137­ 
142). and again in Beall’s case (39 Miss., 
715), that the Court might adm it to bail, 
‘ even in cases where the jury might, or 
perhaps ought, on the same evidence to 
render a verdict of guilty for m urder.’ 
It 
by this it was meant that this Court or the 
presiding Judge, on the hearing of a writ 
of habeas corpus, might, iu its discretion 
and under the exceptional circumstances 
alluded to above, grant bail even though 
the relator had not made out a case by 
which he was constitutionally entitled to 
demand it, we approve the remark ; but if 
it was meant that the applicant, in the ab­ 
sence of such exceptional circumstances, 
can ever be -;u«l to have established a legal 
right to demand enlargement by testimony 
which would 
make 
it 
the duty of 
a jury to convict 
him 
of 
a 
cap­ 
ital 
crime, 
we 
dissent 
from 
it. 
A jury ought not to convict if there is a 
reasonable doubt of guilt, and therefore to 
say that t he accused is constitutionally en­ 
titled to bail, when there is no reasonable 
doubt of his guilt, is manifestly to nullify 
the provision of the Bill of Rights, which 
limits the absolute right to cases where the 
prove is not evident nor the presumption 
great, ft would be difficult to give a mean­ 
ing to these words if they do not embrace 
a case where guilt has been established 
beyond all reasonable doubt.” 
In .Streets case, 43 Miss., 1, 29, reference 
was made to, and an extract quoted from. 
Commonwealth vs. Keeper of the Prison, 2 
Asbiuead (Pa.) 227, 231, in which the rule 
was announced that bail would he denied 
in «I1 cases where a Court would refuse to 
set aside a verdict of conviction of a capital 
crime. This rule, we think, is as plainly 
violative of the organic law, on the other 
extreme, as the rem ark of the High Court of 
E.-rors and Appeals in the cases above cited. 


A 
VERDICT 
O F 
CONVICTION 
W IL L 
STAND 
UNLESS M A N IFE STLY W RONG. 
“ A verdict ot conviction where no error 
of law has intervened will never beset 
aside unless manifestly wrong; or, as is 
sometimes said, if there be any evidence 
to support i t To say that bail will only 
be granted where there is no evidence 
allowing guilt, or where the proof of guilt 
is so slight upon the whole testimony that 
a conviction would be manifestly wrong, 
is plainly inconsistent with the constitu­ 
tional requirement that it shall ho granted 
in all eases except where the proof is evident 
or the presumption great. T heerroruf the 
Pennsylvania rule is in failing to give due 
effect to a verdict of conviction, or in over­ 
looking the vast change it effects in the 
altitude of the party. 
By it the legal 
presumption of innocence is overthrown, 
all 
doubtful 
questions 
of 
fact 
are 
resolved in favor of the State, and the cred­ 
ibility or non-credibility of witnesses is 
conclusively established. 
As before re­ 
marked, where no error of law has been 
committed to the prejudice of the accused, 
the verdict will not be set aside unless the 
Court can say that it is without evidence 
to support it, or that upon a review and in­ 
spection of all the evidence the finding is 
plainly erroneous. To apply such a test to 
a proceeding for bail, ami to*declare that it 
will be denied unless the relator has 
demonstrated that the evidence against 
him is of a like unsatisfactory character, is 
to reverse the constitutional requirement 
that ¡tahalí be granted unless the proof of 
guilt be evident or the presumption great. 
“ We think the true ruléis announced in 
W ray’s case (30 Miss., G73-G81), namely, 
that • if a well-founded doubt (of guilt) can 
even be entertained, then the proof cannot 
be said to be evident nor the presumption 
great,’ and in such case bail must be 
granted. 
“ In announcing our concurrence in the 
rule laid down iu W'ray’s case, we arc not 
to be understood as declaring our approval 
of the application of that rule to the facts 
of that case, as to which there was a want 
of unanim ity among the members of the 
Court, but only as adopting the principle 
of law which seems to bare met the undi­ 
vided assent of that Court, as it does our 
own. 
" Upon an application for bail by writ of 
habeas corpus, the burden is upon the re­ 
lator to show that lie is illegally deprived 
of h i-lib e rty ; and the officer hearing the 
case should require the production of all 
the available testimony for the prosecution, 
and should, if necessary, postpone tue hear­ 
ing until it can be obtained. If upon the 
wlioie testimony adduced before him, he 
entertains a reasonable doubt whether the 
relator committed the act, or whether in so 
doing he was guilty of r capital crime, he 
should admit him to bail in such sum and 
with such sureties as will, in his opinion, 
certainly insure liis appearance. 
If bail is 
refused, and the matter eotues before us for 
review, we shall apply the same rule, keep­ 
ing in mind the prima facie legal presump­ 
tion that the action of the Judge below was 
correct."

The case of Moore vs. the State, 3<¡ Mis­ 
sissippi, page 142, is a very short case, and 
I will read the whole of it. 
The Court 
said : 
“ On examination of the evidence in the 
cause, now appearing on the record, we 
think it perhaps most consistent with the 
liberal policy of our Constitution and laws, 
to allow this application for bail. 
We re­ 
frain from any comment on the testimony, 
or the expression of any opinion as to the 
guilt of the accused, or the degree of his of­ 
fense. We do not intend to intim ate an 
opinion that he may not be guilty of m ur­ 
der, or that he may not be wholly inno­ 
cent. This will be the province of the jure 
who shall hear the evidence. We wish it 
understood that, on application lor bail, we 
may grant the application even in cases 
where the jury might, and perhaps ought 
on the same evidence, to render a verdict 
of guilty for murder. So much depends on 
the incidents of a trial by jury, the manner 
of the witnesses, their intelligence, their 
seeming bias or fairness, that cannot be 
brought before this Court, which yet s!io«ild 
have a material ¡«earing on the weight of 
evidence, that we deem it unsafe that the 
opinion of the high Court, in granting or 
refusing bail, should be adopted as a crite­ 
rion fo r the jury hy which to determine the 
guili or innocence of the accused.” 
I find in 39 Mississippi, at page715, in the 
case of T. T. Beall vs. the State, the same 
doctrine reaffirmed. 
The Slate of Missouri has exactly the 
same constitutional provision which we 
have. In 5;) Missouri, at page 598, in the 
matter of the petition of Alexander for 
babeas corpus, Wagner. Judge, in deliver­ 
ing the opinion of the Court! said : 
“ I bis is an application on behalf of the 
prisoner to admit him to bail, lie is un­ 
der indictm ent for murder in the first de­ 
gree, and ttie record of the proceedings 
accompanying the «etum shows that he 
lias been twice tried, and on both occasions 
tiic jury were unable to agree. It is claimed 
that these disagreements o f the jury create 
snrii a doubt of the prisoner's guilt as en­ 
tities him to be bailed. 
“ The bill of rights incorporated in the 
Constitution of this State declares ‘ that all 
persons shall be bailable by sufficient sure­ 
ties, except for capital offenses, where the 
proof is evident or the presumption great.’ 
“ The genera! rale is. tiiat bail will he 
refused a «ver indictment iu capital case*; 


for the indictm ent furnishes a strong pre­ 
sumption of guilt, and it is supposed the 
accused will almost always attem pt to 
leave, and elude the demands of justice. 
Hence, in all such cases ilierc must be facts 
and circumstances which counteract or 
overcome this presumption before bail will 
ever be admissible. That a man has been 
indicted for murder in the first degree, ami 
tried twice, an l the jury has been unable 
to agree, though not conclusive, is a strong 
consideration towards removing the pre­ 
sumption existing against him. 
" In the case of the 1’eople vs. Terry <8 
Abb. Dr., N. S., 27), it was hekl that where 
the prisoner was indicted for murder in 
the first degree, and hail been twice tried, 
and on both occasions the jury were un­ 
able to agree, it was a proper case for 
exercising the power to bail. 
" In the t*tate vs.Sim m ons(19Ohio, 139), 
it was declared, that the Court w; uld not, 
as a matter of course, admit to bail because 
the jury in a trial for murder failed to 
agree upon a verdict, it was said, the fact 
that the testimony given ou the trial «lid 
not produce full conviction of guili in the 
minds o f. the twelve jurors, would be a 
strong circumstance to urge to the Court, 
when invoked to the exercise of the dis- 
creatlou of admitting to bail, and the fact 
would come with redoubled force if a sec­ 
ond jury should fail to agree upon a ver­ 
dict, but still the question after the mis­ 
trials was, who w as to decide whether the 
proof was ‘evident’ oi the ‘presumption 
great.’ 
And the conclusion was arrived 
at, that it must necessarily be the same 
authority which prescribes ihe amount of 
the bail, and ¡ asses upon the sufficiency of 
the sureties. 
“ We would not be willing to lay down 
as an inflexible rule, that where there had 
been two trials for murder, and the jury 
had each tim e disagreed, that would show 
that proof was not evident, or theprosump- 
tion great. There may be circumstances 
connected with trials which would pro­ 
duce a disagreement, which would entitle 
the prisoner to no claims whatever. The 
failure, however, to agree upon a verdict 
twice in succession, is a strong considera­ 
tion, and coupled with other facts, may 
turn the scale, and show that t lie object 
sought may be attained by admitting to 
bail. The 


IM P R ISO N M E N T OK T H E ACCUSED BE FO R E T R IA L 
FORMS NO P A R T OK T H E PU N IS H M E N T 
Affixed to the crime. The whole object 
and end of imprisonment before trial is to 
secure the forthcoming of a person charged 
with the commission of a crime. 
W here a 
jury has disagreed twice upon the question 
of guilt, a doubt may well be raised, and 
where it is satisfactorily shown that the 
attendance of the accused to stand liis trial 
will certainly follow, in the exercise of a 
sound discretion, the Court may adm it t« 
bail. 
“ W hen 
the prisoner committed the 
offense whereof lie stands charged, insleetd 
o f tn/iny to make hi* escape he immediately 
surrendered himself to the officers. 
Subse­ 
quently the jail wherein be was confined 
was broken open and the other prisoners 
escaped, but he refused to go. 
Ills whole 
conduct has evinced a determination to 
stand his trial and meet the consequences 
which may finally ensue. 
We have, there­ 
fore, reached the conclusion that, under all 
the circumstances, it would be the exercise 
of a sound discretion to permit bail to be 
given in this ease. 
"It is argued that this Court has no 
right to admit to bail, but we think other­ 
wise. The Constitution gives tiie power to 
is.-ue writs of habeas corpus, and hear and 
determine tin* same. The power to bail is 
a necessary incident to the right to hear 
and determine the cause. The statute reg­ 
ulating the practico in habeas corpus pro­ 
ceedings provides that where the offense is 
bailable the accused should be let to bail. 
(Wagn., Stat. 690, Sec. 3S.) It is not perceived 
for what purpose tiie Court would be vested 
with authority for issuing the writ and 
bringing up the prisoner if the power to 
bail or discharge, as the casa might be, did 
not follow.” 
I will now read from s Barbour, New 
York, from the ease of the Teoplc vs. Van 
Horne, page 135: 
“ The object of an arrest and im prison­ 
m ent before trial and conviction is not the 
punishm ent of the delinquent, But to sc- 
cure liis forthcoming to abide liis trial, 
and the probability of flight to evade the 
' punishm ent must be taken into considera­ 
tion on an application to adm it to bail, 
(l’eople vs. Goodwin, 1 Wheel. Cr. Cas., 
447. 
Ex parte Taylor, 5 Cow.. 54, 5, per 
Sutherland, J.) In Bex vs. Baltimore (4 
Bur., 2179) the Court «if King's Bench let 
l/'ird Baltimore to bail on a charge of rape 
for the reason, as assigned by Lord Mans­ 
field, that his voluntary surrender was a 
strong indication that he had no intention 
of absconding from justice; the probabil­ 
ity of which was Lightened bv liis large 
property, of which lie would incur a f.r- 
feiture ii' he run away. 
“ The power to bail in cases of felony, 
not capital, lias in this State been repeat­ 
edly exercised, after indictment, by the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer and General 
«Sessions, whore there was no probability 
of lligiil from justice, without reference to 
the probable guilt of the accused. 
W here 
the punishm ent is death, or a degrading 
imprisonment, the presumption is strong 
that the accused will attempt to elude the 
demands of justice ; and in admitting to 
bail, regard sliopld therefore be had, as well 
to the nature of the punishm ent as to tiie 
probable guilt of tlie party. 
And the safest 
course, where the guilt of the prisoner is 
clear, is to deny hail. But where there is 
so great au approximation to certainty as 
to leave no doubt in the minds of the 
Court that the accused will not attem pt to 
abscond from justice, I will not say that 
there may not be cases where it would he a 
proper exercise of judicial discretion to ad­ 
mit to hall if the party can give it in the 
amount and with the sureties required, 
even if the question of guilt did not stand 
indifferent on the ex parte evidence pro­ 
duced on the part of the peonle. 
For al­ 
lowing hail 
under such circumstances 
would he in consonance with the principle 
that the object of such im prisonment before 
trial is not the punishm eut of the accused, 
hut to secure his forthcoming to stand liis 
trial, ami to abide the punishment to he in­ 
dicted in case he shall be convicted. 
" But conceding that the general rule in 
cases of felony is, that an indictm ent is to 
be deemed conclusive as to the guiit of the 
accused, and that lie is not to be admitted 
to hail, there will he found on examination 
to be several circumstances, although aris­ 
ing after indictment, which confessedly 
entitle the party to bail, and which may bo 
regarded as exceptions to the general rule. 
Most of the exceptions will he found men­ 
tioned at page071 of 3 H ill’s Reports, iu an 
able and elaborate note of the reporter. * 
» « * * The counsel for the pe.ople 
seem to entertain no apprehension of any 
intention on the ¡«art of Van Horne to flee 
from justice, 
lie has at no tim e made any 
attem pt to elude an arrest. 


H E II \ S AT A L L TIM ES M A N IFE STED A W IL L ­ 
ING NESS TO EN COU NTER T I IE O R D EA L OF A 
1 T H L IC T R IA L . 
If there is no ground for apprehending the 
escape of Van Horne, the ease comes 
within that of Lord Baltimore, who was let 
to bail by tiie Court of King's Bench on a 
charge of rape, then a capital crime, on the 
sole ground that lie lm«l indicated no inten­ 
tion of absconding from justice. This con­ 
sideration fortifies the application to adm it 
Van Horne to bail, and furnishes an addi­ 
tional reason in justification of the consent 
to the application given by the counsel of 
the people. If it could be ascertained to a 
moral certainty that the accused would ap­ 
pear and stand his trial, there would be no 
valid objection to admitting him to bail. 
For as I have already stated, the object of 
imprisonment before trial is not the pun­ 
ishment of the delinquent, hut merely to 
secure liis appearance in Court when his 
: trail is to be had. Chief Justice Spencer 
! (People vs. Goodwin) says: 
‘ Until his 
guilt is legally ascertained there is no 
ground for punishment, and it would be 
cruel and unjust to intliet it.’ 
il Wheel. 
Ur. Cas, 417; ex parte Taylor, 5 Cow., 54. 
5. per Sutherland. J.V 
Now, your Honor, taking the Constitu­ 
tion of tiiis State, taking these cases, and 
taking the reasoning in the ease in 57 
Mississippi, there can be no doubt.that the 
power does exist in the Court to adm it a de­ 
fendant to bail, if it can he satisfied of the 
fact that hail will secure liis attendance, 
fiie reasoning of the Mississippi case over­ 
turns ami absolutely disposes of the casein 
2d Ashntead and the doctrine contenderk 
l<«r in the case of ex parte Troia. 
Anil 
then applying the rule to this case, that all 
babeas corpus cases m ust stand upon their 
own foundation, and that one case is not a 
precedent and a guide or rule for another— 
taking the reasoning in these cases, which 
is conclusive—it establishes the meaning of 
the organic law ; it establishes that the or­ 
ganic law guarantees hail as an ahsolute 
right in ali cases, except where the proof 
is evident or the presumption great that it 
is a capital offense. Applying them to this 
ease, and considering the absolute certainty 
that this defendant will appear for riai, 
and that your Honor can fix an am ount o f 
hail that will secure his attendance, we say 
that your Honor has, in tho exercise of a 
sound judicial discretion, the power to 
admit this defendant to bail.

I,is any presumption on my part to propose to 
argue that proposition. 
1 tind that Abbott 
lays down the definition in the tint volume 
of his Law Dictionary, at page 1x3, that 
“ As applied to offenses, capital signifies 
those punishable bv death.” 
Murder is defined in the I’enal Code at 
Section 187 as “ the unlawful killing of a 
hum an being, with malice aforethought. 
Such malice may he express or implied. 
It is express when there is manifested a 
deliberate intention 
unlawfully to take 
away the life of a fellow creature, ir. is 
implied, when no considerable provocation 
appears, or w hen the circumstances attend­ 
ing the killing show an abandoned and 
malignant heart.” 
Therefore. 1 shall take 
the ground that there can be m urder with 
malice, the intentional taking of life, and 
yet not he murder in the first degree ; that 
every kitling which is done with malice 
and done with intent to take life does not 
constitute murde r in the first degree; that ! 
express malice is a thing that must bo 
proven like any other fact in the case; and 
that to establish implied malice von must 
show an abandoned and malignant heart, a 
willful and depraved mind, a disposition 
to take hum an life without cause or pro­ 
vocation, or else you must establish a kill­ 
! ing 
without considerable 
provocation. 
W henever considerable provocation enters 
into the killing, whenever the killing does 
not show a depraved ami aban lo.ied heart 
and the circumstances proved do not show 
premeditation and deliberation and a clear 
intent to take life with malice, it is not 
murder of the first degree, hut mav he m ur­ 
der of the second degree, 
i will now read 
from the case of the People vs.Crowev, (50 
Cal., 40). .This instruction in that case was 
given : 
” it the jury find that John Crowey and 
the deceased, upon a sudden quarrel, en­ 
gaged in a combat upon equal terms, and 
after the deceased had declined any further 
combat, but befijre the passion engendered 
in tiie mind of Joh i Crowey hy the conflict 
had had time to cool, John Crowev struck 
the deceased an additional blow or blows, 
not with a dangerous ieen¡ion, by reason of 
said passion, he is not guilty of m urder.’’ 
“ These instructions, as worded by defend­ 
ant's counsel, did not contain the words 
italicized, but they w-.-re changed, by the 
Court before given to the jury, and the 
words ‘or dangerous weapon used’ were 
inserted in the nineteenth instruction, and 
the words •• not with a dangerous weapon ” 
were introduced into the twentieth instruc­ 
tion. 
“Th * effect of these instructions, as wo un­ 
derstand them, is, that if one party slay 
another in the heat of passion and without 
malice, the crime cannot be manslaughter 
[t a daiiijcruni weajton is used. Such, in our 
opinion, is not the law. 
W hether the kill­ 
ing is m urder ««r manslaughter, does not 
depend upon the fact whether or not a 
dangerous weapon was used; ami to make 
the character of the crime depend, not upon 
the intention with which the act was done, 
but upon the character of the instrum ent 
by means of which the death-blow was in­ 
flicted. is not, in our opinion, justified by 
any legal principle. 
“ In the case of Krwin vs. the State (29 
Ohio St., 180), the following instructions 
were held erroneous: ‘ If you find from tiie 
evidence that the defendant used a deadly 
weapon in this case, and that death ensued 
trom the use of such deadly weapon, then 
the law raises the ¡«resumption of tnaiice 
in the defendant, and also an intent on ids 
part to kill the decedent.’ The Court says: 
‘ This was not an abstract proposition. 
It 
covered the case before the jury, and, in 
our opinion, a jury of ordinary intelligence 
might well understand that the luvv 'fixed 
the guilt of the defendant as a mnrdercr, it 
the evidence showed that he took the life 
of the deceased hy the use of a deadly 
weapon, without regard to other circutn 
stances.’ 


M ALICE IS NOT P R ESUM ED . 
" A s an abstract proposition, where the 
circumstances of a homicide are not known 
further than the mere fact that the death 
was caused by the use of a deadly weapon, 
we do not deny that the jury may, from 
such tact alone, infer both malice and a 
purpose to kill. But where the attending 
circumstances are shown in detail, some of 
which tend to disprove the presence of 
malice or purpose to kill, it is misleading 
and erroneous toeliarge a jury that in sm-ii 
case the law raises a presumption of malice 
and intent to kill from the isolated fact that 
death was caused by the use of a deadly 
weapon. 
In such case the presence of m al­ 
ice or intent to kill must lie determine 1 
from all the circumstances proven, includ­ 
ing. of course, the character of the weapon. 
"The caseof Cot ton vs.Tho State (31 Miss , 
505), is also in point. 
In iliat case it was 
held that the qualification by the Court 
made tu the third instruction was clearly 
erroneous. 
The Court says : 
• The in­ 
struction is, in* substance,'th a t if Cot on j 
killed Smith not in pursuance of a prof, 
meditated design, lull on a sudden quarrel, i 
the crime of m inder is not made ««ut. The 
modification made is, “ unless Cotton sought , 
the quarrel and used a deadly weapon." ; 
The question was whether malice prompted 
the accused to kill. 
He interposed, as liis 
defense, by the instruction, “ no design to 
kill, ami that the killing was on a sudden j 
(ptarrel." The Court says to him that lliis 
is no defense—not even to mitigate tins 
crime, if in sought the quarrel and used a 
deadly weapon. 
Now, he may have done 
both, without being guilty of murder, for 
lie may not. hy seeking the quarrel, have 
intended the slightest personal injury to 
the deceased, and lie may, from sudden 
provocation, have used his weapon.’ 
“ In the ease of The l’eople vs. Freel (48 
Cal., 43d: the Court instructed the jury a-, 
follows: ' You will also observe that the 
difference 
between 
m urder 
and m an­ 
slaughter is, that in manslaughter there is 
no intention whatever either to kill or to 
do bodily harm . The killing is the unin­ 
tentional result of a sudden heat of pas­ 
sion, or of an unlawful act committed w ith­ 
out due caution or circumspection.’ 
This 
Court h eld : 1 This is clearly erroneous. 
W hether the homicide amounts to murder 
or manslaughter merely does not depend' 
upon the presence or absence of the intent 
to kill. 
In either case there may he a 
present intention to kill at the moment of 
the commission of the act. 
But when the 
mortal blow is struck in the heat of pas­ 
sion, excited by a quarrel, sudden and of 
sufficient violence to amount to adequate 
provocation, the law, out of forbearance for 
the weakness of human nature, will disre­ 
gard the actual intent atnl will reduce the 
offense to manslaughter. 
In such case, 
although the intent to kill exists, it is not 
jihat deliberate and.malicious intent, which 
is an essential element in the crime of mur 
der. ” 
Now, reading from the case of The Peo­ 
ple vs. Long (39 Cal., pages 695 and 6915) we 
find the same doctrine enunciated. 
“ The defendant was convicted of murder 
in the first degree, and has appealed from 
the judgm ent. On '.he trial, the Court, af­ 
ter reading to the jury the statute defini­ 
tion of murder in die first and second de­ 
grees, charged as follows : ‘ Murder, there-' 
fore, of the first degree, has in it the ingre­ 
dient of malice towards the person killed ; 
and also a deliberate and premeditated in­ 
tention to take life. In m urder of the sec­ 
ond degree there is the same degree of 
malice as in m urder of the first degree and 
the killing is done unlawfully, hut without 
tlie intention to take life.’ 
After defining 
tiie crime of manslaughter, the Court then 
proceeds as follows : ’ Thus you have t lie 
three grades of crime included in this in­ 
dictment : First, murder of the first «legree. 
which is an unlawful killing, accompanied 
by malice and hy a premeditated intention 
to take life; niurderof the second degree, 
which is the unlawful killing, accompanied 
with malice, but in it was no intention of 
taking life, for the reason that as soon us 
that ingredient enters into the killing it 
becomes murder of the first degree.' 
“ This cb irgc was excepted to hy the de­ 
fendant. and is relieii upon as eiror on the 
m 
, 
• The different degreesof murder are thus 
defined iu the statute : ’ All murder which 
-hail be perpetrated hy means of poison, oi 
lying 
iu 
wait, torture, or 
by 
any 
oilier 
kind 
of 
willful, deliberate or 
premeditated killing, or which shall be 
committed in tlie perpetration or attempt 
to perpetrate any ars. «n, rape, robbery or 
burglary, shall he deemed murder oí' the 
first degree ; -and all oilier kirds of murder 
shall he deemed m urdfr in the second de­ 
gree.' 
(Statute c nccrning crimes am! 
punishments, Scvti >n 21.) 
Section 19 of 
the Act defines murder to be ‘ the unlaw 
fnl killing of a hum an being with malice 
aforethought, either express or implied.' 
The Court therefore correctly charged the 
jury that to constitute m urder oi either the 
first or second degree the killing m ust have 
been unlawful, and 
accompanied with 
malice ; and the charge that to constitute 
m urder of the first degree, there m ust have 
been a deliberate ami premeditated inten­ 
tion to take life, is perhaps not objection­ 
able, as applied to the facts of the ease, ; 
though not as broad as the statutory di firii- 
tion, which includes also a killing com- 
milled in the perpetration or.&ttcinpt to per- j 
pe'.rate arson, rape, robbery or burglary. 
j 
"B u t the Court, in its definition of murder 
of the second degree, not only fails to de- j 
fine it «correctly, but may have confused j 
the juiv in respect to the definition of; 
murder in the first degree. The jury was 
told, in substance, that tbs only difference 
between m urder of the first and of the 1 
second degree is, that in the former there 
uiusi be an intention to ' ik e life, whilst in j 


the latter there is not. But to constitute 
murder of tiie first degree there must be 
not only an intention to take life, but it 
must be ‘a deliberate and premeditated 
killing;’ nor is it true that in m urder of 
the second degree there must, of necessity, 
be an absence of ali intention to take life. 
On the contrary, the true distinction be­ 
tween the two grades is. that in murder of 
the first degree, unless it was committed in 
perpetrating or attem pting to perpetrate 
arson, rape, robbery nr burglary, too killing 
must he deliberate 
and 
premeditated, 
whilst in m urder of the second degree the 
killing is not deliberate or premeditated. 
In the one ease there is a deliberate pre­ 
meditated. preconceived «iesigu, though it 
may have been formed in the mind imme­ 
diately before the mortal wound was given, 
t«« take life. 
In the otiier case there is no 
deliberation, premeditation or preconceived 
design to kill. 
In both, however, the kill­ 
ing must have been unlawful and accom­ 
panied with malice. 
■ We think the charge of the Court may 
have misled the jury in respect to the 
proper distinction between the two grades 
of the offense. 
(People vs. Sanchez, 24 
Ca‘ , 2 s; People vs. Foren, 25 Cal., 301; 
Pe qile vs. Nioliol, 34 Cai . 214 )” 
I will read a short extract from the c.ue 
of ex parte \Volf, (57 C al, 95) : 
“ The petitioner is charged with the crime 
of murder, alleged to have been committed 
in the city and county of San Fi an cisco on 
the thirtieth day of* October, 1880. The 
evidence shows, or tends to show, that the 
petitioner used certain drugs, and employed 
certain mechanical means upon the person 
of one Benedicta Swenson, with the intent 
to procure an abortion, from the effects of 
which she died. The committing magis­ 
trate held the petitioner without bail, and 
tiiis* is an application to the Court to admit 
him to bail. 
“Artic e I, Scclion G, of the Constitution 
declares, that ‘ all persons shall he bailable 
hy sufficient sureties unless for capital 
offenses where the proof is evident or the 
presuinptioiT great.’ 
“ Is this a capitil case, in which the proof 
is evident or presumption great ? If it is 
not, it follows that hail should bo taken. 
It is claimed, on the part of the prosecution, 
that the evidence proves that tne prisoner 
has committed the crime of murder in the 
first degree, and such must have been the 
views taken by the Police Judge’s Court. 
“ Section 189 of tiie Penal Code provides, 
that ‘ all m urder which is perpetrated bv 
means of poison, or lying in wait, torture, 
or hy any other kind of willfui, deliberate 
or premeditated killing, or which is com­ 
mitted in the perpetration or attem pt lor 
perpetrate arson, rape, rob bery. burglary, 
or mayhem, is murder of the first degree, 
and all other kinds of m urder are of the 
second degree.' 
The case of the People vs. Nicliol (34 
Cal , p. 214) is an instructive one on this 
subject. The Court there says : 
“ In this class, the Legislature leaves the 
jury to determine, from ail the evidence 
before them, the degree of the crime ; 
hut 
prescribes for the government of thei«-de 
liberations the same test which lias been 
use«i by itself in determining the oilier two 
classes, to wit. the deliberate and precon­ 
ceived intent to kill. It is only in the lat­ 
ter class ot cases that any difficulty is expe­ 
rienced in drawing the distinction between 
murder of the first and murder of the see- 
ond degree. The unlawful killing must be 
acconipauicil with a deliberate and clear 
intent to take life, in order to constitute 
murder of the first degree. The intent to 
kill must b«* the result of deliberate pre­ 
meditation." 
i also wi-h to call your Honor's a;ten(i«>n 
to a case in the 75 Pennsylvania Reports at 
page 4“s. 
it ig the caseof Jones vs. the 
Comm m wealth. The decision goes on and 
states the tacts at great length, showing 
that tin re ha i been an ill will engenderc«i 
between tin* parties on account of some 
misconduct of the wife, ami that lie hud 
taken to drink. The Court then said : 
“ Thus we must perceive, that at the lo t­ 
to n of ail that has been sai l on the sub­ 
ject of murder in the first degree, is tiie 
frame of mind in which tiie deadly blow is 
given—that state of mind which enables 
the prisoner either to know and be fully 
conscious of his own purpose and act, or 
not to know. 
Why is insanity a liefense to 
homicide? Because it is a condition of the 
mind which renders it incapable of reason­ 
ing and judging correctly of its own im ­ 
pulses, and of determining whether the 
impulse should he followed or resisted. In 
telligenee is not the only criterion, for it 
often exists in the madman in a high de­ 
gree. making him shrewd, watchful ami 
capable of determining liis purpose and 
selecting the means of its a-vomplishraent. 
W ant of intelligence, therefore, is not the 
«•niy defect to moderate the «legree of 
«líense; but with intelligence there may 
1c an absence of power to determine 
properly the trim nature and -In ractero f 
the a«:t, its effect upon the sub; ct. and the 
true responsibility of the actor; a power 
necessary to control the impulses of the 
mind and prevent the exc«uliVm of the 
thought which possesses 
it. 
In other 
v.-or.ls, it is the absence of that self deter­ 
mining power, which in a sane mind ren­ 
ders il conscious of the real nature of its 
own purposes ami capable of resisting 
wrang impulses. 
When this self-governing 
power is wanting, whether it is caused by 
insanity, gross intoxication, or other con­ 
trolling influence, it cannot he said truth­ 
fully that the mind is fully conscious of its 
own purposes, and deliberates or premedi­ 
tates in the sense of tlieact describing mur­ 
der in the first degree. 
We must, however, 
distinguish this defective frame of mind 
from that wickedness of heart which drives 
the murderer on to the commission of iiis 
crime, reckless of consequences. Evil pas­ 
sions do often seem to tear up reason by 
the root, and urge on to murder with heed­ 
less rage. But they are the outpourings ot 
a wicked nature, not of an unsound or dis 
abled mind. It becomes necessary, there­ 
fore, to inquire upon the evidence in this 
care whether tiie prisoner was really able 
to «lelilí rate and premeditate the homicide. 
“ Wm. S. Jones hail been upon had terms 
with his wife. She had become too inti­ 
mate with another Jones, named Charley. 
“ Looking then at thestate of Jones’ mind 
from tiie 10th until the 19th of June, and 
down to the very moment lie fired the pis­ 
tol, and, also, at the suddenness of his 
«¡uarrel with Mrs. Hughes, her call for the 
poker and lifting the stool, it seems to us a 
matter of grave doubt whether his frame of 
mind was such that he was capable either 
of deliberation or premeditation. 
It ap­ 
pears to have been rather the sudden im ­ 
pulse of a disordered brain, weakened by 
potations of laudanum anil spirits, and of a 
distorted mind, led away from reason and 
judgment by dwelling upon the conduct of 
his wife, influenced by liis continued state 
of excitement. 
It presents a case of tho 
preparation of a weapon, a:td an undc- 
tineil purpose of violeie e to some «no. 
when the time for reflection was am ple; 
hut where tl 
frame of mind was wanting, 
which wou 
enable the prisoner to he 
fully eonsciu - of his purpose, or to resolve 
to take the life of the deceased, with delib­ 
ation and premeditation.” 
Heading now from the <‘ise of ex parte 
Moore, (30 Indiana, 201), the Court say: 
“ We in Id in ex parte HeiFren (27 Ind., 
.87), that in this class of cases it was proper 
that we sin «id weigli the evidence, ami de­ 
termine C 
facts, as if trying the case 
originally. 
“ To cot; titule the crime of murder.either 
in the fir^t or second degree, malice is nn 
essential ingredient. 
It is true that where 
one person, unlawfully ami purposely, 
kills another, malice, in the absence of re­ 
butting evidence, is presumed from tbeaet. 
But when no express malice is shown, and 
it appears that the act, though voluntary, 
w as the result of a sudden heat or trans­ 
port of passion upon a sufficient provoca­ 
tion. it rebuts the ¡«resumption of malice, 
and reduces the offense to manslaughter. 
“ Here it appears that n o quarrel or diffi- 
cnlty existed between the prisoner and the 
deceased,.prior to their controversy in the 
saloon, just 
preceding 
the 
fatal 
act. 
The personal 
violence 
and indignity 
perpetrated by the 
deceased 
on 
the 
accused, and so often repeated, were cer­ 
tainly sufficient to inflame liis passion and 
provoke him to extreme an g er; and such 
was the resu lt; and if, in that transport of 
pas'ion, thus provoked. the prisoner had 
immediately drawn a deadly weapon and 
killed the deceased, it would hardly lie 
claimed that the offense was murder. 
It 
w« u'd, at most, have amounted to man 
slaughter only. 
But the ac: did not imme­ 
diately follow the pmv-«cation; and the 
question to he determined is, did sufficient 
time intervene between the provocation 
and the fatal act. under the circumsiances 
of tne ease, for passion to subside and rea­ 
son to interpose? The time necessary for 
cooling has never been defined or made 
absolute by ru le ; indeed, it could not, in 
justice, lie so maile. Each case must s;and 


ii ¡«on its own merits, as affected by i:s own 
¡«articular circumstances.” 
I will next read from the case of Nye vs. 
The People, (35 Michigan. 18). 
“ The definition of malice given in this 
case wouM remove manslaughter from the 
catalogue of homicides. Every crime mu'-t 
be attended with an unlawful and unjusti­ 
fiable motivt*. Malice includes those which 
are more wicked, but it docs not include 
them ail. 
There arc m any unlawful and 
unjustifiable motives which have never 
been < las- ! as malicious. M anslaughter 
may in some cases be intentional. In such 
a case it differs from murder because it L 


provoked. It is not justifiable to take life 
under provocation, ami yet the provocation 
may he serious enough to deprive tiie in­ 
tentional killing of its malicious character, 
so that it is neither muriler on the one 
hand nor justifiable or excusable on the 
u.kt-r. 
it is a very serious crime, though 
not reckoned as done with m alice." 
In cx parte Bird and Bailey. (24 Arkan­ 
sas,; p. 275. the Court said : 
" The pc;i iom’rs in tins ease allege hy 
their petition that they were indicted ut the 
August term, lxi;6. of the l ’ruirie Circuit 
Court f.«r the crime of murder. 
That after 
their arraignm ent on said indictment.at said 
August terra, they applied to tho Hon. 
Liberty Bartlett, tiie Judge of said Circuit 
Court, to be admitted to bail, ami in sup­ 
port o ft' eir application, presented certain 
testimony Contained in a written transcript, 
which transcript contained all the testi­ 
mony presented and considered hy the 
Court. That on the hearing of said appli­ 
cation, their application t.« be admitted to 
hail was refused, an-l they were ordered 
into the custody of the Sheriff'. 
The peti- 
tiouets deny that they are guilty of the 
crime of mur«ler. and prav the Court to re­ 
view tic* decision of tiie Circuit Court in 
refusing them bail, and to grant them a ha­ 
beas corpus to be brought before this Court 
and admitted to bail, or that a mandamus 
tuay be issued to tiie Circuit Judge, com­ 
manding him to adm it said petitioners to 
bail, and, in support of their application, 
again subm it a certified transcript of the 
testimony received and acted upon hy tiie 
Circuit Court. 
“ We havegivenfull and m aturecmsider- 
ation to the arguments for and against the 
application, and have diligently examined 
and reflected on the testimony subm itted' 
by the transcript, and while it is our desire 
to refrain from giving an opinion that 
would he, in any wise, calculated to preju­ 
dice the lights of the State or of the pris­ 
oners, on the final trial of tiie cause, ami 
adopting the language of this Court in tiie 
caseof Good ct al. ex paite (19 Ark., 410), 
‘ that tiiis Court has tlie power of revision, 
but that it should ho cautiously exercised, 
we cannot lose sight of tiie hum ane princi­ 
ples of tiie law that requires every re isona- 
hle doubt to goto the benefit of tli pris­ 
oner.’ 
And therefore giving to these peti­ 
tioners the benefit of such reaso n ab le «iouhts 
as arise in our minds when considering the 
testimony in this case, we think it right to 
admit them to hail.” 
We will cite 25 Texas, page 44, McCoy 
vs. Tho State. It carries out this rule that 
there m ay he a killing with malice and 
with an intention to take life, and yet if it 
is devoid of that malicious, abandoned anil 
depraved heart that characterizes murder of 
the first degree, it may lie murder in the 
second degree or manslaughter. It requires 
more than an intentional killing to consti­ 
tute murder in the first degree with malice. 
In the ca“o of Shore and I’arkinsou vs. Tiie 
State in 6 Missouri, 041, the Court said. 
“ By the Constitution of this State every 
offense is bailable except capital offense's 
where the proof is evident or the presump­ 
tion great. * * « Now byr our statute 
murder is not of itself a capital offense, for 
all its grades, except the first, are punish­ 
able by imprisonment in the Penitentiary.” 
Reading from Church on Habeas Corpus, 
a very late work on this proposition, Sec­ 
tion 3915, at page 531. 
“ Application is addressed to the sound 
discretion of Court. And even while it 
has unlimited powers to bail, it will not do 
so in ltie absence of special reasons, except 
where it is a m atter of right. In other 
words, all persons have the constitutional 
right to he hailed, except where the ¡«roof 
is positive or the ¡«resumption great that 
they have been guilty of a capital offense; 
and even when the ¡«roof against them is 
of this character, they may be admitted to 
bail, within t he sound discretion of the 
¡«residing Judge, if there he exceptional 
circumstances that seem to demand it. 
The admission to bail, however, where 
there is evident proof or great presumption 
of guilt of a capital offense, is not a consti­ 
tutional right, liut a matter resting in the 
sound judicial discretion of the trial Judge, 
who should not grant it save under extraor­ 
dinary circumstances. The Judge before 
whom a prisoner is brought by habeas cor­ 
pus for tiie purpose of giving hail, may ex­ 
ercise his own iliscrction as to the amount 
of the penalty of the recognizance, without 
regard to theaniount fixed by the magistrate 
who committed the prisoner, 
in granting 
hail, eacii ease must stand upon its intrin­ 
sic merits.” 


A QUESTION O F C O NST ITU TION ALITY. 
i propose to argue to tiiis Court that in 
this case there are special circumstances, 
and there arc special reasons, why tiie ju ­ 
dicial discretion can he exercised in tiiis 
case in favor of this application, i propose 
to argue that question. 
The Court—Let me call yon attention to 
tiiis. 
I have no doubt that under the Con­ 
stitution the Court would have the right to 
grant hail in any ease; 
that is to say, that 
the Court would be hound to grant bail in 
any ease, except a capital case, where tiie 
proof is evident or the presumption great. 
So far as the Constitution is concerned, the 
Court would have the power under proper 
showing to grant hail, hut does that clause 
in the Constitution prohibit the Legislature 
from providing that the Court shall not 
grant bail in cases of that character, as otir 
I’enal Code does. Our Penal Code provides 
that bail shall not iff* grantcl in capital 
cas.'s where the proof is evident or the pre­ 
sumption great. Now, is that violative of 
the Constitution ? (section r_79 of the Penal 
Code provides that it shail not lie done, hut 
under the Constitution it m ight he done. 
The question is, w hether or not there is 
any constitutional objection to that provi­ 
sion of the code. 
Mr. Higlitou—1 wish to respond to the 
Court hy saying that in my judgm ent that 
section of the Penal Code, to tlie extent 
thut it seeks to prohibit the exert ise of dis­ 
cretion on the part of the C«»urt. is uncon­ 
stitutional. 
I am not aware that the ques­ 
tion lias ever been passed upon hy the Su­ 
preme Court of this State, but that is the 
ground that 1 iiave always taken—that the 
constitutional provision is a mere limitation 
upon the power which otherwise existed, 
an«l is to be construed according to its evi­ 
dent purpose and object. 
I do not wish, of 
course, to interrupt Mr. Craig s argument. 
The Court—I merely wished to call at­ 
tention to it. 
Mr. Craig (continuing)—That was tiie 
lirsi proposition to which I addressed my­ 
self, ami in support of which I read from 
the case of ex parte Tinder. The old 
statute of this State contained precisely the 
same provision 
that 
the 
Penal Code 
now contains. The language of the old 
Practice A it was that “ a person charged 
with au offense may lie admitted to hail 
before conviction, as follows: First, as a 
matter of discretion in all cases where the 
punishment is death; s«eond, a s a matter 
of right in nil ««‘her r .so s; and that no 
pc¡ • a si.ali he admitted to buit when lie is 
charged with an offense punishable with 
death, when the proof is evident or the 
presumption great.” 
Now, in that same 
case, the Supreme Court of this State, with 
that statute before them and passing upon 
it, held that that portion of it was in vio­ 
lation of the organic law. They said, “and 
independently of any consideration of the 
merits ot the prosecution, circumstances 
frequently arise which will justify the al­ 
lowance of bail after indictment found.” 
“ Circumstances may arise,” and thev rea­ 
son iu this way : “ Thus, bail may be al- 
luWid if tiie trial of the prisoner lias been 
unreasonably delayed.” That is one of the 
grounds, one of the circumstances; “ and 
under our s'.atulo if the trial he postponed, 
even upon sufficient reasons, from term to 
term, the Court may discharge the defend­ 
ant on his own recognizance, or on bail.” 
When the Supreme Court, with that 
statute before them, and construing it with 
the Constitution of this State, said that in­ 
dependently of any consideration of tiie 
merits of the prosecution, circumstances 
may arise which will justify the Court in 
granting hail, they held that notw ithstand­ 
ing that clause of the Criminal Practice 
Act the power did exist iu the Court, be­ 
cause when you admit that, independently 
of any consideration of tiie merits of the 
prosecution, circumstances may arise, such 
as tiie unavoidable delay of the trial„fc>r 
good mid sufficient reasons, tfien von’ad­ 
mit the power of the Court to exist even in 
the faee of the statute. 
And that decision 
is against that section of the Penal Code. 
If your Honor please, 1 will call your at­ 
tention to or«c more authority liefore enter­ 
ing upon a consideration of the facts of this 
ease. 
It is the ease of the People vs. H ur­ 
tado (03 Cal., p. 292j. 
The Court said: 
“ Tiie ins ni.'tinn was properly refused, if 
defendant was so far in possession of his 
mental faculties as to he ca; able of know­ 
ing that the act of killing was wrong, any 
partial defect^ of understanding which 
might cause him more readily to give way 
to passion than a man 
rdinarily reason­ 
able cannot lie considered for any purpose. 
To reduce the offense to manslaughter the 
provocation must at ¡east be such as would 
stir the resentment of a reasonable man. 
" It cannot lie urged that tiie homicide is 
manslaughter because it was committed in 
an unreasonable fit of passion. 
In an ab­ 
stract sense anger is never reasonable, but 
the law, in consideration of hum an weak­ 
ness, m akes the offense manslaughter when 
it is committed under tho influence of pas­ 
sion caused by an insnit or provocation 
sufficient to excite an irresistible passion 
in a reasonable person—one of ordi.oary 
self-control.” 
Now, reading again from Abbott's Law 


Dictionary, from the article on insanity, at 
page 622 of i lie first volume, that writer 
said : “Another im portant consideration is 
that tiie wnnt of capacity must relate to tiie 
act for which the prisoner is upon tria l; if 
he had capacity to understand tin* nature 
of that act. and to refrain from doing it 
because unlawful, lie may he charged." 
That seems to he the latest doctrine on 
this question, that the defendant not oniy 
must understand that his act is unlawful, 
hut lie m ust have the mental power, the 
will power, the self-control over liis mind, 
to prevent and restrain him self from doing 
the act. and as is stated in the Ilurtado 
case, the provocation must he at least suffi­ 
cient to stir the resentment in the breast of 
a reasonable m an.

Of the United States, anil among those 
privileges anil im m unities is that of a re­ 
sort to the writ of habeas corpus. The 
jurisdiction under the writ of habeas cor­ 
pus is one in which Courts are only bound 
by legal principles and by tiie precedent 
that tiie full benefit of the writ, :;v lf shall 
he awarded to every person who seeks to 
employ it for tlie purpose of procuring his 
liberation from imprisonment, either hy 
discharge or hy admission to hail. 
Now 
the writ of habeas corpus being so knit 
into our judicial institutions, I apprehend 
that the ¡State which attempted even to 
abridge or lim it, and, mnch more, to <!eny. 
tiie lull and free exercise of tin* writ, would 
not have even a republican form of gov- 
em inent. 
And, therefore, when you come 
to inquire into tiie meaning of constitu­ 
tional or statutory provisions in relation to 
tiiat writ, you must bear in mind all tiic 
history and all the precedents hy which 
that writ is surrounded, an 1 realize the 
fact that no power exists, even in the peo­ 
ple themselves, within tint jurisdiction of 
the State, to deny or to lim it or.to abridge 
its exercise. 
Now, then, w hat lias the Constitution of 
this State undertaken to do with respect to 
that wi ü ? It lias simply attempted to give 
to il a more extended application, to make 
it more vitally serviceable than it was be­ 
fore the Constitution was adopted. The 
writ of habeas corpus to adm it to hail, be­ 
fore this State was created, could he award 
ed in any and every case where i criminal 
charge or accusation was made against a 
citizen or a person residing within the ju­ 
risdiction of the United States or of a Stati­ 
on Territory. 
But the principle upon which 
the application of the writ was based was 
that ot the sound exercise of judicial «1¡“ 
crclion, and it therefore became a question 
in every case which could arise, treating it 
as r- • integra, w hether in that particular 
case anil in tiie exercise of a sound judicial 
discretion tiie bcnetit of the writ should < r 
should not he awarded. Therefore the 
framers ot our Constitution, in order to 
relieve the learned judiciary of the country

the obvious construction of what was then 
tiie equivalent of the present Section 6 of 
Article I. of the Constitution ? We read that 
section to-day by its own light, and we in­ 
tensify that light hy the iiglit which Hows 
from universal history and precedent in 
the matter of the writ of habeas corpus, 
and we say ¡bat the people of this State in­ 
tended, not, that they should deviate from 
our republican system, and not that they 
should deny to men a right which was so 
knit into our political institutions that its 
deprivation would be practical revolution, 
hut to extend and make more effective 
and beneficial a right which had previously 
existed. 
So that the whole force and effect 
of Article I.. Section 6 of the Constitution 
is to make the right absolute in every case 
where 
the 
proof is 
not 
evident or 
the presumption not grea', anil in all other 
cases to leave the mutterdiscretionary with 
the Conrts. And that is so thoroughly ex­ 
pressed in the language of the section that 
Section 1270 of the I’enal Code is neces­ 
sarily to he read and construed in connec­ 
tion with tiie constitutional provision, and 
when so read and when so construed, it 
leaves in the Court tiie exercise of a discre­ 
tion which is as ancient as the common 
aw itself. 
Now, it is said in this section that the of­ 
fense must be capital. In this case the in­ 
formation is for murder, which embraces 
two degrees, and may 
embrace 
man­ 
slaughter. 
I noticed the other day, in a 
case in which I happened to be engaged in 
the Territory of Utah, where the statute is 
identical with the Renal Code of tliisBtate 
upon the degrees of murder, that the in­ 
dictment in terms charges murder in the 
first in gree. whereas under our system of 
pleading—and 1 am not questioning the 
correctness or the accuracy of the informa­ 
tion—it is sufficient to charge murder, with­ 
out specifying either of the two degrees. 
So that upon the tace of the information 
itself, even though the law had not been 
changed, and though some presumption 
were to arise from the existence of the in­ 
dictment, or the information which is its 
equivalent, your Honor would be com­ 
pelled to go into the facts of the case for 
the purpose of determining which of the 
two degrees of murder, or what lesser of­ 
fense included in tiie charge of murder, 
there was some probability of the defend­ 
ant being convicted of. Now. the words 
used in the Constitution proceed a step 
farther. The right t > bail i* absolute in 
every case, not discretionary, but absolute. 
“ I'nlrs* the proof is evident or the pre­ 
sumption great,” and on this point of 
course 
THE RUEDEN IS ON THE STATE. 
When the petitioner in this case proves 
that be is incarcerated and charged with a 
criminal offense, be is prima facie entitled 
to bail,and what the < Constitution therefore 
means, read in conformity with ¡is terms 
and with its obvious intention, is that on 
the whole record it must be evident that it 
is confessedly clear that the defendant is 
guilty of the highest crime but one— 
namely, treason—and in all probability 
will receive the highest penalty known to 
the law. 
But the proof here is not evi­ 
dent nor the presumption great. 
Let us 
see. 
v. e have advanced three points. The 
first is as to the construction of the consti­ 
tutional provisions; second, as to what 
vottr Honor may inquire into under the 
indictment; and, third, as to the burilen of 
proof to create the exception which the 
Constitution of this Stale describes, and 
which, by Section 1270 of the I’enal <'ode, 
is permitted to be established. 
The in­ 
formation gives no light upon the question, 
it is silent, made so by the language of the 
I’enal Code.

1 he antecedents, the elements of which 
such a man is made up, establish the very 
reverse of all these and ally him. by the 
force of the facts themselves, to all that is 
the best, the noblest, the most humane and 
the most elevating in our American civili­ 
zation. 
The criminal instinct is not spon­ 
taneously generated in such a man. 
If Ac 
kills a human being there must be some 
extraordinary circumstances, som - over- 
mu: teiing impulse or necessity, some inci­ 
dent reaching the vita! parts of his soul, 
which, if 
they 
can 
he 
ascertained, 
will account for and explain his conduct 
and relieve him from the possibility of 
being characterized as a murderer in the 
first degree without the benefit even of that 
natural equity which the law has reposed 
in the breasts of juries. It is impossible, 
or next to impossible, whatever the appa­ 
rent quality ot his act. that such a man 
can be a common murderer: and I believe 
if it were true that human beings could be 
found whose natural instincts would lead 
them to seek to degrade such a man to the 
rank of a common murderer, they would 
be themselves incapable of accurate dis­ 
crimination, and would exhibit in them­ 
selves the very inhumanity with which 
they would charge him. 
They would not 
be able to comprehend him or his situa­ 
tion. They would dishonor, lower, pollute 
the very sources of purity, of dignified and 
exemplary manhood, of true and holy do­ 
mesticity, in our American society. Now, 
I say that here we have such a man—-not 
by inference, not by assumption, not by 
indulgence in vagaries of the imagination, 
but from 
THE HARD FACTS, THE COLD RECORD 
In this case—we have such a man as I have 
endeavored to depict; and your Honor is 
to determine, for the purpose of this inves­ 
tigation, whether this 
man 
wantonly, 
without cause or provocation—willfully, 
deliberately, impelled by a heart steeped in 
wickedness—has murdered a human being; 
whether, taking a man in his situation, and 
with the burden of disproving the presump­ 
tion of innocence,'and of establishing that 
liis offense was capital, and the proof evi­ 
dent and the presumption great, upon Hie 
State, lie has perpetrated an offense for 
which a jury ought to consign'him tothe 
disgrace and to the ignominy of a Wolent 
death. 
That is the question, as 1 under­ 
stand it, on which your Honor is called 
upon to pass. 
Now, the facts of this case have been 
very ably, tiiough tersely, presented by my 
learned associate, by whom the argument 
was opened, and 1 cannot hope within the 
brief time which is now allotted to me, to 
go over those facts with the discriminating 
minuteness with which I should have de­ 
sired to bring them to your Honor’s notice, 
l’.ut that is unnecessary. This whole record 
has been read before vonr Honor, and your 
Honor is quite as capable of comprehend­ 
ing the facts as the counsel upon either 
side. I will, therefore, merely suggest wliat 
our view of the case is upon the record as 
now presented, and i shall not make any 
statement, if I can avoid it. outside of the 
record, as t<• wliat might have been pre­ 
sented. so that your Honor may seethe 
theory upon which we claim that the proof 
is not evident nor the presumption great. 
We have had—and I say this preliminarily 
to this part of the argument—a number of 
cases truin Alabama and from North Caro­ 
lina read m regard to what constitutes mat­ 
ter in justification or exculpation of a per­ 
son charged with murder. 
I thought the 
law upon that subject was so thoroughly 
settled in this State, that it could not be 
made a subject of dispute between any

made the first attempt to shoot—that is, of 
course, in a case where death is the result 
of shooting, and that is this case. 
You 
might search all tiie records in the State 
of California, or elsewhere, and you would 
never discover one, I will venture to say, 
so completely barren as the record in ibis 
case is as to wliat immediately took place 
when the petitioner Harlan entered the 
Byrns Hotel in Woodland—not, of course, 
as evidenced by his acts, expecting to see 
Craft on the bootblack stand—and looked 
or glanced up the room to see if he was 
there. He did that first, and then 
llF. TURNED AND SAW CRAFT IN THE CHAIR. 
What Craft did then, how he looked, how 
he acted, what motion he made, so far as 
any positive testimony in this record is 
concerned, is not explained and not at­ 
tempted to be explained, and is left entirely 
to conjecture. Now then.that being the case, 
it is so well settled that it would be almost 
idle to cite cases on the subject that we 
have a right to look to the antecedent rela­ 
tions and explore the conduct,including the 
threats, of the deceased, as well as the 
prosecution have the right to look tothe 
immediate antecedent conduct oí the pe­ 
titioner. 
The object is to enable your 
Honor to infer or judge, as we have to infer 
or judge, from all the facts of the case as 
disclosed bv the record, what the prob­

say you have a right to infer, as a strong 
probability from the record in this case, 
tiiat the instant Harlan entered that room 
and looked before him, where he saw no 
body, and then turned and saw Craft, that 
Craft made some motion or some gesture 
or manifestation, some indication of his 
intention to carry out that throat which he 
had previously made. 
He was ready for 
that purpose, hut lie was not quite quick 
enough to execute it. 
I think then that 
your Honor can say, independently of the 
effect which the attacks on the daughter 
may be presumed to have had on the mind 
of the father, in view of this comprehen­ 
sive analysis—if I may use that expres­ 
sion—of the testimony to show the outline 
of the probable defense, that there is at 
least enough to prevent this pensioner 
from being found guilty of murder in the 
first degree and sentenced to the penalty of 
death. 
If you can so find, then he is ab­ 
solutely entitled to bail and under any cir­ 
cumstances, in view of the othtr matters to 
which reference has been 
made, your 
Honor would have a discretion to grant it. 
The object of hail is to secure the attend­ 
ance of the defendant at the trial. 
If that 
be the object ot bail, then in every instance 
where bail is refused without the positive 
inhibition of the Constitution or without 
the slighest danger that the defendant 
would absent himself at the trial, the re­ 
fusal becomes a mere instrument of re­ 
venge. 
The Slate is then engaged in ven- 
genceaml not in prosecution, when it re­ 
fuses bail under such circumstances.

HE FIXED A CULMINATING DAY. 
He designated a period when a certain 
thing must be done or he would proceed to 
take lives, and that was Sunday, the 7th of 
February, when this homicide was com­ 
mitted. We do not propose to place Mr. 
Harlan in the attitude of a coward. He 
was the head of a family and of mature 
years, a man of eminent respectability, a 
man whom we may presume w as possessed 
of a calm and deliberate judgm ent; and it 
was very natural, if such was the fact, that 
on Sunday, the 7th of February, on a day 
when the operations of business usually 
cease, that he should desire to interview 
Mr. Craft, to find out what he meant by his 
assertions and hy his statement in reference 
to these matters. There is not one particle 
of evidence here to show that when his eyes 
encountered Craft in that office of the Byrns 
Hotel, at Woodland, that Craft made a sin­ 
gle motion or suggestion which would have 
afforded an opportunity for explanation. 
I say broadly that there is no testimony 
here to show what Craft did at the moment 
when the eyes of Harlan encountered his, 
ami no amount of assertion can extract any 
such testimony from this record, because it 
does not exist. Now then, if your Honor 
please, w ee -me down that far. We have 
iiad a recapitulation here o f Mr. Har­ 
lan's movements.

IioTc-t beef is looked upon asa luxury far 
beyond the frugal purse.' This is true when 
applied to the " porter-house roast" and 
other choice cuts, but 1 lie cheaper pieces can 
be made very good and tender, even those 
sold as low as a shilling a pound. 
Buy nut 
less than two ribs; have the nulehcr toke 
out all the bones, roll it tip tightly, skewer 
it firmly, and give you a piece of suet to lay 
upon the meat while roasting. Save the 
bones. 
But a pint of hot water in the pan 
with the In-ef. r--a*t quickly the first half 
hour. This crusts the surface of the meat 
and retains the juices. Allow fifteen min­ 
utes for every pound of beef for roasting. 
Baste often, for this, with the steam of the 
water in the pan, makes the meat tender. 
Under this treatment the cheaper cuts 
will prove quite satisfactory. 
Nor an- they 
too costly tor plain people, for everv part 
of the meat can lie u ¡[¡zed and served in 
inviting shape; only the bones are thrown 
away, after simmering for three hours in 
two quarts of water. Break them up small, 
use cold water to extract tin ir juices and 
sweetness, add one spoonful of salt, and 
keep closely covered. This is “ stock,” of 
which almost an endless variety of plain 
soups may be made. Add a hunch of 
“ soiqi vegetables” (cost five cents), chopped, 
and you have a vegetable soup ; or a pint of 
canned tomatoes, and you have tomato 
soup ; or a spoonful of rice nr barlt-v or v--r- 
¡ mice! 11 for the different kinds. 
All are in­ 
expensive. 
Never use the “ stock” the day 
| it is made, but strain out the bones anil 
| allow to stand till the next day. Then 
I take off' the fat that has risen ; this may be 
• used for frying drippings. So almost none 
i ot the beei is lust, and a shilling a pound 
‘ even is not paid without a fair return. 
But. to go hack to the roast, f irwhf -lia rich 
brown gravy must be made. 
Having re­ 
moved the meat and poured off the fat >!or 
frying drippings also) set the pan on the 
top of the range and allow the contents to 
scorch just a tittle, enough to give a good 
color; then add one cup ol boiling water 
and thicken with flour and season ; serve in 
a gravy dish. 
A small beginning onlv will 
he made on this r ast by two people, fold 
ri-ast beet i- not to be despised, served with, 
perhaps, bakc-d beans, which cost but a 
u itie, and vegetables. 
Or the meat may be 
finely chopped, a little gravy added, all 
covered with 
cold mashed potato, and 
baked and browned in an open vegetable 
dish in the oven ; or it may be minced and 
ma le with equal parts of mashed potato 
into balls, like fish-balls, and fried brown 
on both sides, in drippings. This is a good 
breakfast dish. It may also be cut up small 
and warmed in its own gravy and served on 
toast or without the toast. 
Beans are said to contain more nutriment 
than any other vegetable. The best white 
ones are only ten cents a quart; half that 
quantity will fill a two-quart dish when 
properly cooked, and halt a pound of salt 
pork is ample to flavor it. Wash and look 
over the beaus and put them in cold water, 
using three quarts to one pint of beans; 
keep them over the fire three or four hours; 
set them where the heat will swell ami 
soften them, without boiling, having the 
pork (washed and the rind scored) in with 
them all the while. 
About two hours be­ 
fore dinner strain them through a colander 
and put them, dry, into the dish which 
they are to be baked, with the pork, rind 
up, in the center. Now in a bowl put o ie 
teaspoonful of salt, one-half teaspoonful of 
carbonate of soda, one cup of sugar and one 
cup of hot water. Stir well together and 
pour over the beans. 
If you cannot see the 
liquid all around the edge of the beans add 
hot water till you can. They are then ready 
for a moderate oven. In two hours they 
will come out well baked, nicely browned 
and ready to serve. 
To make Eastern brown bread, mix well 
together a cup and a half of yellow corn- 
iiR.-al and the same of rye flour, if rye nteal 
is not to be had. 
Into this put one tea- 
spoonfttl of salt, a heaping tea-spoonful of 
carbonate of soda and one cup of molasses 
(not sirup). Stir cold water very gradually 
into this till you have a moderately stiff 
batter; beat it well; pour into a 'well- 
greased, three-quart pail, cover and set in a 
kettle of boiling water, steaming, with the 
kcttie covered, at least four hours. This 
makes a large loot and the cost is about ten 
cents. 
It is very nice when hot, and is 
good cold. 
Corn fritters make a good breakfast dish. 
Into one pint of lionr put a teaspoon ful 
each of sugar and baking powder and half 
a teaspoonful of salt, into this put one 
beaten egg, with milk enough to make a 
still batter ; lastly, add half a can of sweet 
corn; drop by large spoonfuls into plenty 
of boiling hot drippings; brown on both 
sides and serve very hot. These go well 
with cold ron-t b>ef.

knit into our political institutions that its 
deprivation would be practical revolution, 
hut to extend and make more effective 
and beneficial a right which had previously 
existed. 
So that the whole force and effect 
o f Article I.. Section (J of the Constitution 
is to make the right absolute in every case

the Conrts. 
And that is so thoroughly ex­ 
pressed in the language of the section that 
Section 1270 of the Penal I ode is neces­ 
sarily to he reud and construed in connec­ 
tion witb the constitutional provision, and 
when so read and when so construed, it 
leaves in the Court the exercise of a discre­ 
tion w hich is as ancient as the common 
aw itself. 
Now, it is said in this section that the of­ 
fense must be capital. 
In this case the in­ 
formation is for murder, which embraces 
two degrees, and may 
embrace 
man­ 
slaughter. 
I noticed the other day, in a 
case in which I happened to be engaged in 
the Territory of Utah, where the statute is 
identical with the Pena! Code of this State 
upon the degrees o f murder, tlmt the in- 
dietnii-ut in terms charges murder in the 
first o< gree, whereas under our system of 
pleading—and I am not questioning the 
correctness or the accuracy of the informa­ 
tion—it is sufficient to charge murder, with­ 
out specifying either of the two degrees. 
So that upon the face of the information 
itself, even though the law had not been 
-changed, and though som e presumption 
were to arise from the existence of the in­ 
dictment, or the information which is its 
equivalent, your Honor would he com­ 
pelled to go into the facts o f the case for 
the purpose of determining which of the 
two degrees of murder, or what lesser of- 
fetisc included iu the charge of murder, 
there was som e probability of the defend­ 
ant being convicted of.

THE H ARD FACTS, THE COLD RECORD 
In this case—we have such a man as 1 have 
endeavored to depict; 
and your Honor is 
to determine, for the purpose of this inves­ 
tigation, whether this 
man 
wantonly, 
without cause or provocation— willfully, 
deliberately, im pelled by a heart steeped in 
wickedness—has murdered a human being; 
whether, taking a man in his situation, and 
with the burden o f disproving the presump­ 
tion of innocence, and of establishing that 
his offense was capita!, and the proof evi­ 
dent and the presumption great, upon tiie 
State, lie has perpetrated an offense for 
which a jury ought to consign'him to the 
disgrace and to the ignom iny o f a violent 
death. 
That is the question, as 1 under­ 
stand it, on which your H onor is called 
upon to pass. 
Now, the facts of this case have been 
very ably, though tersely, presented by nty 
learned associate, by whom the argument 
was opened, and I cannot hope within the 
brief time which is now allotted to nte, to 
go over those facts witb the discriminating 
minuteness with which I should have de­ 
sired to bring them to your Honor's notice. 
But that is unnecessary, 'i’llis whole record 
has been read before your Honor, and your 
Honor is quite as capable of comprehend­ 
ing the facts as the counsel upon either 
side.

Roast beef is looked upon a sa luxury far 
walks beyond the frugal purse. This is true when 
applied to the “ porter-house roast” and 
other choice cuts, hut ¡lie cheaper pieces can 
he made very good and tender, even those 
sold as low as a shilling a pound. 
Buv not 
less than two ribs; have the tmleher’take 
out all the bones, roll it up tightly, skewer 
it firmly, and give ymt a piece of suet to lav 
upon the meat while roasting. Save the 
bones. 
Put a pint o f ho: water in tiie pan 
with the beef. roa.-t quickly the first half 
hour. 
This crusts the surlttoeof the meat 
ami retains the1 juices. 
Allow fifteen m in­ 
utes for every pound of beef for roasting, 
liaste often, for this, with the steam of the 
water in the pan, maki.s the meat tender. 
Under this treatment the cheaper cuts 
will prove quite satisfactory. 
Nor an- they 
too costly lor plain people, for every part 
o f the meat can bo u'ilizi d and served in 
inviting shape; only the bon,■> are thrown 
away, after sim m ering for three hours in 
two quarts o f water. Break them up small, 
use cold water to extract the ir juices and 
sweetness, add one spoonful of salt, and 
keep closely covered. 
This is “ stock.” of 
which almost an endless variety of plain 
soups may he made.

trille, and vegetables. 
t>r the meat mav be 
finely ehopsed, a little gravy added, all 
covered with 
cold mashed potato, and 
baked and browned in an open vegetable 
dish in the oven ; or it may he minced and 
¡na le with equal parts of mushed [-oíalo 
into balls, like fish-balls, aud fried brown 
on both sides, in drippings. 
This is a good 
breakfast dish. It may also be cut up small 
and warmed in its own gravy and serve J on 
toast or without the toast. 
Beans are said to contain more nutriment 
than any other vegetable. 
The best while 
ones are only ten cents a quart; half that 
quantity will fill a two-quart dish when 
properly cooked, and hall a pound o f salt 
pork is ample to flavor it. 
AVash and look 
over the beans and put them in cold water, 
using three quarts to one pint of beans; 
keep them over the tire three or four hours; 
set them where the heat will sw ell and 
soften them, without boiling, having the 
pork (washed and the rind scored) in with 
them all the while. 
About two hours be­

and put them, dry, into the dish which 
they are to lie baked, \sirii the pork, rind 
up, in the center.

Stir well together and 
pour over the beans. 
If you cannot see the 
liquid all around the edge of the beans add 
hot water till you can. They are then ready 
for a moderate oven. 
In two hours they 
will come out well baked, nicely browned 
and ready to serve. 
To make Eastern brown bread, m ix well 
together a cup and a half o f yellow com ­ 
inea! and the same of rye flour, if rve meal 
is not to beliad. 
Into this put one tea­ 
spoonful of salt, a heaping teaspoonful of 
carbonate of soda and one cup of molasses 
(not sirup). 
Stir cold water very gradually 
into this tul you have a moderately stiff 
hatter; beat it w ell; pour into a ’well- 
greased, three-quart pail, cover and set in a 
kettle of boiling water, steaming, with the 
kettle covered, at least four hours.

makes a large loai and the cost is about ten 
cents. 
It is very nice when hot, and is 
good cold. 
Corn fritters make a good breakfast dish.

beaten egg, with milk enough to make a 
stiff flatter : lustly, add half a can of sweet 
corn; drop by large spoonfuls into plenty 
nf boiling hot drippings; brown on both 
sides and serve very hot.

H e then points out th a t our traders do 
not encourage its they should th e men 
who are tailoring to build up m anufactur­ 
ing interests in this State. 
T hey need the 
“ sulisidy,” if it m ay la- so phrased, of the 
sym pathy of the consumer. 
As it is now, 
however, th e consum er gives th e jobber 
th e excuse for saying: “ I sell such goods 
as I have a dem and f-ir. 
< >ur customers 
dem and E astern goods; w hen your goods 
are called for we will 
buy them .” 
In 
Chieag.., says th e correspondent, every 
m an “ talks up Chicago goods,” and he be­ 
seeches the C alifornia jobbers to do the 
same, and thus educate t lie consum er to th e 
Use of home products. 
H e adds: 
If one-tenth of the wealth produced jiuuuaIIv 
on this coast could remain here. California 
would be one of the richest countries on the 
face of the globe. Endeavor to remedy the 
nresent evil, teach the consumer to purchase 
home productions, teach the jobber that he is 
the middleman, the one to take a hand and 
help the manufacturer 011 by handling his 
good?. In so doing you keep the money on this 
coast, it gives employment to our idle work­ 
men,who are daily imploring for work toenahle 
them to procure the necessities of life. In so 
doing you will lay the foundation to a healthy 
manuntcturing industry that will meet all our 
requirements, and the employer will not be 
compelled to dally run a gantlet of clamoring 
men. women ami children seeking employment. 
It prosperity ever comes to this coast it will be 
when we are awakened to the importance of 
buying and dealing in home productions. l.et 
the press cease trying to encourage capital to 
engage 111 men 11 fart tires, and devote the space 
t*> the encoir agument of 0111 struggling manu­ 
factures that w- have already with us; let them 
try to educate the jobber, dealer and consumer 
to the importance of patronizing our h »me in­ 
dustries. If this could only be accomplished it 
would place our manufacturing industries on a 
healthy financial standing, and capital would 
only be too willing to seek investments. These 
investments would immediately build up little 
manufacturing centers all over the Pacific coast. 
W e reproduce this much of th e letter 
because i: is w orthy of careful reading. 
< ertainly there i> mu* 1» of tru th in it, 
though some error. Consum ers will always 
buy where they can got th a t th a t best an­ 
swers th eir needs, and at prices th a t best 
me t the capacity of th e ir purses. 
The 
hom e m anufacturer cannot hope to escape 
haste* ' (om petition. 
H e has only the 
m argin * 
freight-transport cost 011 his 
side. 
Against him is th e lower wage and 
th e vaster investm ent of th e Cast. 
Hut 
th ere is g r it strength 
in th e plea for 
hom e patronage. T he consum er who sacri- 
tiees som ething for the m anufacture of his 
ow n section and asks for hom e goods, d i­ 
rectly advarxx** his own interest. 
H e can 
better afford to pay a som ewhat higher 
price for th e article produced at home th an 
a t a somewhat lower price for th at pro­ 
duced abroad. 
T h r principle of m utual 
aid is one people ought to understand bet­ 
ter than they do. 
W e believe th e right 
policy is to foster, even by self-sacrifice, 
th e home product. T h at |>olicy stim ulates 
enterprise, invites new investm ent, aids 
labor, enhances property 
value and re­ 
duces taxation. 
T he subject treated by 
th e l b rohr- corris-jHindent is a verv im ­ 
p o rtan t one. 
It is not, however, one sided. 
T h e consumer would reply to it on the 
basis oí his alisolute duty to self to p u r­ 
chase abroad w henever the home supply 
dem ands of him heavier outlay, or does 
not furnish precisely the article wanted. 
It is very difficult to m ake him understand 
th a t pouring th e product- of industry 
here, into the pockets of Eastern m anu­

OPEN OR CLOSE SESSION. 


T he question is again up, “ Should th e 
executive sessions of th e U nited States 
Senate be m ade public?" 
T he prem ise to 
any conclusion in th e m atter depends upon 
ascertaining w hether th e public 
good 
would be conserved ! v such action. 
The 
close session has been th e rule for nearly a 
century. 
It has th e sanctity of age, th ere­ 
fore, and it m ust he assumed th a t th e wis­ 
dom of experience has led to th e retention 
of the rule. 
W e believe th at publicitv. so 
far from evolving tru th and 
securing 
p u rity in th e public- service, would have a 
directly opjajsite effect. 
Senators, but lit­ 
tle less than other officials, arc subject to 
pressure, im portunity, to thieats, to the 
assaults of the vicious, and to attem pts*to 
swerve them from th e line of strict duty. T he 
secrecy of th e executive session certainly 
gives freedom to expression and courage to 
those susceptible to extraneous pressure. 
It results th a t the fitness of nom inees for 
pln>x*s of tru st is discussed more freely in 
close session, and th a t unfitness is more 
boldly presented in executive th an would 
be pos-ihle in open sessions. 
To say that 
th e close session gives opjKirtunity for 
assaults upon character, or motives, w ith­ 
out 
¡ike 
opportunity 
being 
afforded 
th e 
victim 
to 
reply, 
m ay 
he 
granted, 
but 
it 
still 
rem ains 
th at 
th e 
p urity 
of 
the 
public 
service’ is 
concerned, and th a t is the first considera­ 
tion. 
M oreover, th e arraignm ent of nom i­ 
nees not being public, any charges laid 
cannot injure the party before the public, 
if we suppose th e case of open executive 
sessions, and still of boldness 011 th e part 
of th e Senators in stating objections, we 
m ust concede th e assailed the opportunity 
of reply and of offering proofs in defense 
and th e assailant like opportunities to 
establish his charge.-. Such a system would 
whelm th e Senate ¡11 investigations, and 
bring all other business to a dead stand 
•still. 
T here would be sim ply no end to 
such work, and w ith tw enty-six hours to the 
day, and w ith every day in th e year em ­ 
ployed, tim e would not suffice to give 
“ hearings." T he open session would have 
a tendency to destroy th e independence of 
th e Senator, and this is, after all, th e 
strongest reason for condem ning th e open 
session proposition. 
T he Senate should 
be hedged about w ith ju st so m uch of 
secrecy as is necessary to protect th e Sena­ 
tors from assault, blackm ailers, brow beat­ 
en». the pertinacious and th e office-seeking 
bores. 
To rem ove th e guard of secrecy 
would be to convert th e Senate into a 
debating school w ith personality as th e 
chief topic.

gestion is a good one. T he R tX 'onn-U xion 
has, 011 several occasions, dw elt upon these 
schemes, and, at least to its own satisfac­ 
tion, dem onstrated th a t th e Reform School, 
in th e sense in w hich th a t term is gener­ 
ally interpreted, is but a preparatory 
school to th e final graduation of vicious 
crim inals—of such the Industrial School 
at S.-tn Francisco is a fair type. 
W hen the 
State resolves to enter upon th e discharge 
of duty society owes to those of its ne­ 
glected members, who hv reason of tender 
years are capable of being train ed up into 
good and useful 
lives, it will adopt the 
M assachusetts system , if o rdinary wisdom 
and th e experience of others have any 
w eight w ith legislators. 
U nder th a t sys­ 
tem neglected children, and those tuani- 
festing 
a 
strong 
disposition 
to 
lead 
vicious 
lives, 
are 
gathered 
in, 
th eir 
developing 
characters 
studied, 
th eir 
tendencies and tastes carefully guided in 
th e rig h t direction, and th en homes are 
found for them w here the S tate keeps 
w atchful lmt kindly ward over tlie waifs, 
encouraging and aiding them and those to 
whom th eir train in g is intrusted. 
Massa­ 
chusetts does not find th a t three per cent, of 
such youths disappoint her. 
On the other 
hand, fully sixty per cent, of industrial 
and reform school inm ates go to th e dogs, 
and become outcasts from society. 
You 
cannot clap a uniform upon a boy that 
reads to all who pass, “ T his is a vicious 
and dangerous lad—avoid him ,’’ and ex­ 
pect a good m ao as a result. 


CONTEMPT FOR LABOR. 


W e arc in hearty concurrence w ith the 
San .Jose Mercury when it declares th a t the 
creation of respect for labor, and th e cu lti­ 
vation of a sp irit of w illingness to per­ 
form it, am ong the girls and hoys of this 
State, is “ a grander work th an providing 
for th e m ental and m oral instruction of 
the barbarians in th e basin of th e Congo.” 
It is very true that, th e present disfavor

direct transit w ith Lake county at greatly re­ 
duced cost, besides Sacram ento injuring a 
large am ount of h er eastern trade m ore d i­ 
rect into western Y oloand Lake counties, as 
well as tourists and travelers in search of 
health at the .springs, so num erous in Lake 
county. 
T he produce m arket of I Javisville would 
doubtless be benefited by th e additional 
stim ulus given to all western Yolo ranchers 
by the new railw ay facilities, anil the im ­ 
proved resources ali around, increased pop­ 
ulation, etc., would doubtless m ake the 
line a profitable one, although for som e 
prudential reasons, its com pletion Irom 
M adison to Clear Lake has been left in 
abeyance so long since, the com pany incor­ 
porated and subscribed their requisite capi­ 
tal about n ine years ago. 
A pparently it 
looks to a .Sacramentan, they m ade the 
greatest m istake then in not carrying their 
line through to Lakeport, and inviting Sac­ 
ram ento to jo in them between Davisville 
and Madison. 
F or w ant o f such co-operation western 
Y o loand Lake counties have been shut off 
Irom us, when a large trade and passenger 
traffic m ight have been enjoyed for m any 
years already. 
How ever, “ It is never too 
late to m end ;" and it is now the m ore ur- 
■nt that such m utual railw ay facilities are 
obtained, because of the recent proposal for 
¡ ri:e W illow s an d Lakeport route. 
If it was 
■ -I--.ir then to alm ost any th in k in g person 
ici the W illows route was in the interest 
■f D onahue and detrim ental to Sacram ento, 
it ¡ now a clear case of boycott to Sacra- 
iiic. oo and the Central or Southern Pacific, 
¡«y ine Union Pacific, in conjunction with 
D -m in ic and his Cloverdale line. 
Now, 
then, Sacram entan» d on’t object to D onahue 
comic ;mg Cloverdale and Lakeport. 
On the contrary, if the M adison and 
Lakeport railw ay is built, m any of us will 
gladly rcacli the R ussian R iver V alley by 
ours and their routcij. 
B ut this m atter of 
the Union Pacific trying to head off' and 
cripple tiie C entral Pacific via D eer creek, 
T euam i and 
Chico, and from 
thence 
to W illows, and 
crossways to 
B artlett 
Springs, and Lakeport, and Cloverdale and 
San Francisco by D onahue's line, as nicely 
outlined in th e Chico Chronicle and San 
Francisco Examiner, should open our eyes 
at once to see the necessity for building the 
Cache creek railroad to Lakeport, so that 
Eastern travel and goods m ay be iorw ardcd 
direct through Sacram ento to Lake county, 
and western Yolo, as well as Sonom a and 
N apa counties, w hich we should still have 
th e keys of. 
But a line through Davisville 
to Calistoga and 
H ealdsnurg, or Santa 
llosa, if practicable, w ould be us good for 
Sacram ento, nearly, as one \ ia M adison and 
Cache creek and Lakeport. 
It is essential, however, th at the inachin- 
ajions of the U nion Pacific to touch at 
Chico and 
cross 
to W illows, 
B artlett 
Springs and Lakeport, should be met, as 
early as possible, by the Central Pacific or 
Southern Pacific, and Sacram ento, getting 
inore direct western traffic via Davisville, 
otherw ise m ost of th e E astern travel and 
trade for- Sonom a, Napa and Lake counties, 
will he deflected via Chico and W illows. 
T he ('ache creek route ought to b e com ­ 
pleted soon, as all the grades are know n, 
and we can reach Clear Lake in less than 
eighty m iles from Sucrauiento, or fifty- 
three from M adison. 
T he Itee m ust have 
been blindfolded to recom m end W illows 
to Sacram ento as a route to L ak ep o rt; for 
independent of the treacherous boycotting 
schem e o f the Union Pacific Railway, the 
Vt iliows route seems allied to, to cut Sac­ 
ram ento out of th e route of Eastern travel 
and trade, even if tliut schem e had not 
been on foot at ali. still tlie absurdity of 
Sacramentan.» being asked to go ninety 
m iles to W illows, and then som e ninety 
m ore to Lakeport, through Colusa county, 
is so glaringly apparent th at 
the Bees 
recom m endation was itself incom prehensi­ 
ble. 
But every Sacram entan should urge 
tlie Board of T rade and th e Central Pacific 
to come to our rescue, and provide us w ith 
a direct railw ay w esterly.

sufficient food at home, and being, it is 
said, a firm believer in oatmeal, once the 
chief of "Scotia's food,” determined to do 
som ething on his own account without 
waiting for “ a com m ittee.” 
So he ordered 
a good supply of oatmeal from a mill in 
Berwickshire, o f the finest quality. 
The 
cooking 
operations 
commence at 0:30 
o’clock A. M , and the porridge is allowed 
to boil for fifty minutes, and is cooled and 
ready for serving out at a quarter past 
eight. Each child is supplied with about a 
pint ot porridge—more or less according 
to size and appetite—and a little more 
than half a gill of good skim m ed iniik. 
About 130 children are thus receiving break­ 
fasts at a cost of about one halfpenny each, 
and 
in 
most 
cases 
they 
are' given 
free. 
In tim es gone by oatmeal was also 
the staple food or the north o f England; it 
will be curious if it comes again into use. 
Its value as regards nutrition for children 
is beyond dispute ; high wages have con­ 
duced to a high-class, though not better, 
food for the children of our working 
classes.—[Newcastle Correspondence Lon­ 
don Lancet.

FULLING A BABOON’S TOOTH. 
A large baboon in the monkey-house or 
the Zoological Society at ltegent Park was 
suffering for several weeks from toothache, 
which culm inated in a large abscess, says 
the London Standard. The poor creature 
must have suffered intense pain, judging 
from the large sw elling on the cheek under 
the left eye, and the sense of agony which 
he manifested was much the sam e as a hu­ 
man being would sutler under a sim ilar 
affliction. 
H e was unable to eat his ordi­ 
nary food and his spirits were much affected 
by the incessant suffering proceeding from 
the abscess. 
It was a common sight to see 
the baboon nursing his own head and face 
in the corner o f his cage, apparently anx­ 
ious to abstract him sell from the notice of 
every one, his hand being held over the 
affected part as though to soothe it. 
The circumstances having been m en­ 
tioned by Mr. Golan, Secretary o f the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Anim als, to Sir. Gurnell H am m ond, a 
West-end dentist, that gentleman at once 
offered to extract the tooth, under chloro­ 
form. at his own expense. 
The sufferings ot the baboon made him 
unusually suspicious of strangers, and con­ 
sequently the operators could not approach 
the anim al without considerable danger. It 
was thought desirable not to pinion I'eter, 
as the animal is called, anil to secure him 
only with a short chain. 
The baboon evi­ 
dently iiked the calor of the chloroform, 
and permitted the operators to place the 
linen which was saturated with the spirit 
near his nose, but not close enough for it to 
produce insensibility. 
Peter for nearly half an hour successfully 
baffled the skill of tiie operators bv licking 
the chloroform off tiie linen, instead of in­ 
haling it. 
But it was apparent that he wa 
becoming more and more drowsy. 
At 
length the perseverance of toe dentists 
(who were assisted by the keepers) was re­ 
warded, and in about forty minutes Peter 
dropped in his cage, being well under the 
inlluenee o f the iinu sthetic. 
Mr. Ham m ond then endeavored t > re­ 
move the first molar tooth in the iipsc* 
jaw. which he failed to accomplish until 
he had made several attempts. 
The toiith 
seemed to resist all ids muscular strcn Mi, 
hut, fortunately, he succeeded before the 
sensibility of the animal returned. 
The 
tooth was found to he badly decayed, the 
nerve being dead, which led to ihe forma­ 
tion ot t lie abscess. 
Ten minutes 
hder Peter -at on his 
haunches perfect!;, 
recovered, free fro.n 
pain, and at once commenced to eat, ap­ 
parently thankful for the performance of 
tlds act o f mercy.

OUR YOUNG FOLKS. 


H alfpenny 
Bp.f.ikf.ists.— The 
head 
master of the Board School, at Wallsend, 
[Mr. Tocher), seeing so much distress 
about, and that many of the children at­ 
tending his school were badly prepared to 
face tiie lessons of the day for want of 
sufficient food at home, and being, it is 
-aid. a firm believer in oatmeal, once the 
chief of “ Scotia's food,” determined todo 
something on his own account without 
waiting for “ a committee.” So lie ordered 
a good supply of oatmeal from a mill in 
Berwickshire, of the ¡¡nest quality. The 
cooking 
operations 
commence at (1:30 
o'clock a . m ., and tlie porridge is allowed 
to boil for fifty minutes, and is cooled and 
ready for serving out at a quarter past 
eight. Each child is supplied with about a 
pint of porridge—more or less according 
to size and appetite—and a little, more 
than half a gill of good skimmed miik. 
About 11*') children are thus receiving break­ 
fasts at a cos! of about one halfpenny each, 
and 
in most 
cases 
they 
are’ given 
free. 
In times gone by oatmeal was also 
the staple food of the north of England ; it 
will he curious if it conies again into use. 
Its value as regards nutrition for children 
is beyond dispute: high wages have con­ 
duced to a high-class, though not better, 
food for the children of our working 
classes.—[Newcastle Correspondence Lon­ 
don Lancet. 


F a rm M achinery in G erm any.—The fol­ 
lowing figures in relation to machinery used 
011 German farms, taken from a recently 
published volume of Imperial statistics, are 
interesting at the present time. Of 5.276,344 
farms, only 391,746 used machinery at 
all. 
Of these 836 used steam pl’ows, 
61,842 sowing machines,

ing machines, and 374,057 used steam

machines.

not much over seven per cent, used ma­ 
chinery at all, and of these by far the 
larger proportion only

thrashing 
machine. Three-fourths of the whole agri­ 
cultural industry used 
no 
machinery, 
4.090,u00^ peasants dispensing with it alto­ 
gether. The farms between 25 and 125 
acres, numbering roughly 600,000, em­ 
ployed in round figures 213,000 thrashing 
machines.

l’ULLTNG A BABOON’S TOOTH. 
A largo baboon in the monkey-house of 
the Zoological Society at Regent Park was 
suffering tor several weeks from toothache 
which culm inated in a large ah-ces-, says 
the London Standard. The poor creature 
must lim e suffered intense pain, judging 
from the large swelling 011 the cheek under 
the left eye, atnl the sense of agonv which 
he manifested was much the same as a hu­ 
man being would suffer under a sim ilar 
affliction. He was unable to eat his ordi­ 
nary food and his spirits were much affected 
by the incessant suffering proceeding front 
tlie abscess. 
It was a common sight to see 
the baboon nursing his own head and face 
in the corner ot his cage, apparently anx­ 
ious to abstract him self from the notice of 
every one, his hand being held over the 
affected part as though to soothe it. 
Tiie circumstances having been m en­ 
tioned by Mr. Colan, Secretary of the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, to Mr. Gurnell Hammond, a 
West-end dentist, that gentleman at once 
offered to extract the tooth, under chloro­ 
form, at his own expense. 
The sufferings ot the baboon made him 
unusually suspicious of strangers, and con­ 
sequently the operators could not approach 
the anim al wit bout considerable danger. It 
was thought desirable not to pinion Peter, 
as the anim al is called, and to secure him 
only with a short chain. The baboon evi­ 
dently iiked the odor of the chloroform, 
and permitted the operators to place the 
linen which was saturated with the spirit 
near his nose, hut not close enough for it to 
produce insensibility. 
Peter for nearly half an hour successfully 
baffled the skill of the operators bv licking 
the chloroform off the linen, instead of in­ 
haling it. 
But it was apparent that he was 
becoming more and more drowsy.

The surroundings of Morelia rem ind one 
of more than one historic town among the 
mountain* of New England, New York 
and Pennsylvania—with this striking- point 
of difference, that there the hills are near: 
while here—though appearing no farther 
away, owing to the phenomenal clearness 
of the atm osphere—they are in reality a 
score of miles distant. The city occupies 
a gentle eminence in the mid si of an ex­ 
tensive and fertile basin, surrounded on all 
sides bv the Sierra Madre?. 
In this sec­ 
tion the “ m other m ountains ” are not 
grand and rugged as in other portions, but 
here are in gentle mood, clad in misty 
robes of purple amethyst. In whichever 
direction you turn, there are the same 
peaceful shapes, like 
faithful sentinels 
guarding the ancient town, rising with 
gradual slopes, their outlines softened bv 
luxuriant forests and the prevailing haze. 
Along the north stretches the silvery line 
of the Kio Grande de Santiago—one of the 
finest rivets in the Republic, whose course 
the Mexican National Railroad follows for 
150 miles, and which, just below this noint, 
trends off wcstwardly through Lake Chá­ 
pala, entering the Pacific ocean at San 
Bias. 
I» TII1C VEGETABLE GARDENS 
W hich environ the city, all varieties of 
fixe! plants are flourishing, in every stage 
ot growth. 
In this equitable climate, both 
seedtime and harvest are entirely at the 
will oí the gardener. Corn, for example 
m ay be sown as well at one tim e of year as 
another, and as fast as one crop is taken 
out of the ground another is put in. The 
elevation of Morelia is about 6 -too feet 
above the level of the Gulf, nearly a thou- 
and feet lower than the City of Mexico—at 
just the proper altitude in the tropics for a 
perfect climate. 
From year to year the 
tem perature seldom ‘varies more than ten 
degrees; .10° Fahrenheit being considered 
exceptionally cold. During one memora- 
b.e February within the recollection oí the 
oldest inhabitant, a few Hakes of snow fell, 
which arc «till commented upon by the 
people as an astonishing phenomenon. 
An agreeable peculiarity of Morelia is its 
num erous ash trees (fresnos),and thesplen- 
dtd cedars ami cypresses 011 the north side 
of the city. The m ain plaza, about half a 
m ile square, is not very carefully kept, but 
contains specimens of every plant indigen- 
011s to Mexico. 
Its trees and shrubs are 
said to num ber more than twenty thousand; 
and. if properly cared for, this park would 
rival any of sim ilar size in the world, with 
the added advantage of 


A PERFECT CLIMATE 
AV ifich no other country can boast. 
It is 
connected with the alam eda 1 grove of elms) 
or public drive—the Bois de Boulogne or 
Central Park of fusuionahle Michoacan. On 
one side of it an ancient adobe-coated aque­ 
duct, two miles long, conveys water to the 
city ; and behind ii frown the brand-new 
walls of a mam moth penitentiary. 
This 
prison seems to have been constructed u n ­ 
der the impression that the whole town 
m ay turn criminals, being large enough to 
accommodate the entire population. I 'pon 
certain evenings ot every week military 
bauds play in this plaza, and then it is 
thronged with the “ beauty and chivalrv” 
of the capital. 
On Sunday afternoons, however, it is the 
fashion to patronize the Calzada (prome­ 
nade) of Uuadalujic. or to ride—on horso- 
bai h or en cocJic — in the adjoining Paseo de 
Sail Pedro—“ St. Peter's drive.’’ Both these 
pleasure resorts are on the east side of the 
city, which, like all Mexican towns, drops 
of abruptly into the open country, with no 
“ suburbs’' worth mentioning. The Cal­ 
zada van construí led by the pleasure-lov­ 
ing Spaniards more than a century and a 
half ago. 
It is about three-quarters of a 
m ile long, ils w< ll-paved boulevard being 
overarched by magnificent trees, with a 
promenade for pedestrians on either side, 
and u broad space for loiterers in the 
center. 


HOW To OoNoflP. HIGHWAYMEN. 
I t is now lined with handsome residences, 
"hut not long ago it was considered unsafe 
to live here on account of the robbers that 
infes'ed all this region and committed un­ 
paralleled depredations. 
The wise Gov­ 
ernm ent disposed of these gentlemen of the 
road in a way that to our ideas border upon 
the absurd, hut which bus certainly proved 
cfii tual. 
The chief of the bundits—a 
m urderous desperado whose nam e was a 
terror throughout the State—was pardoned 
for all his past misdeeds and placed at the 
head of the famour “ Rural Guards," a post 
of great honor and profit. Being thus made 
a conspicuous advocate of good order— 
wherein, for him . lay “ the ¡aw and tbs 
projUs"—in accordance with personal in­ 
terests this doughty Robin Hood speedily 
dispersed his 
blood-thirsty 
boon com­ 
panions. Since his conversion not a roljlier 
lias dared show his head in this portion of 
Michoacan, and to-dav—doubtless under 
the old rule that “ it takes a rogue to catch 
n rogue’’—this is one of the safest eities in 
Mexico. 
Among Morelia's numerous attractions 
a fine hull-ring, or Plaza de Turros, must 
not be omitted, for it is certainly better 
patronized than any other institution. 
Tlu-n* is n l- > a vast Campo Santo (“ Field 
of Saints,’’ or graveyard), in the suburbs— 
acquaint as to verge upon the comical; 
several manufactories of the famous wax 
ecrill is (matches), well worth visiting, and 
a cotton factory or two. 
[n il SEMINARIO DE SAN Jl Ay 
I- :t fine old spacious building, several cen- 
turiei old, but kept in good repair. 
Its 
well-chosen library contains all the most 
clav.io works in Spanish, German, French 
and English, besides Greek and Latin au­ 
thors and numerous theological and scien­ 
tific w'c: ks. 
House rent and fuel are so comparatively 
cheap in Morelia that a family can enjoy 
every luxury here w ho could barely exist 
in the City of Mexico. The Morelians are 
great sticklers for caste, and society is won­ 
derfully cut up into cliques and factions. 
I 'pun every side one hears much of “ the 
first people,” “ the families in our set," 
“ second rate” and every other “ ra te ’ of 
persons in the social gamut. There is little 
real wealth here—which probably accounts 
lor such great pretensions, as persons of 
large means can afford to be less particular 
—but everybody seems well-to-do. because 
of the cheapness of things. 
RESOURCES OK MlOlIO.tl \N. 
This great State of Michoacan extends 
from the center of the table-lands, westward 
to the Pacific, covering an area of iM.Ttm 
square miles—about equal to that of West 
Virginia. 
Its population is supposed to be 
about (500,000, although there are but ten 
small cities {of which Morelia is by far the 
largest), nineteen insignificant villages and 
‘¿'■’A “ pueblos.” The entire taxable prop­ 
erty of the State is valued at $JOJ>00,000; 
but for undeveloped resources, it is beyond 
a ■ 
ubt one of the richest portions o'f the 
Republic. 
Mining industry has long been 
< atried on, in slow and easy fashion, in 
various parts of. Michoacan, but the great 
bulk ot its presumably rich mountains 
is entirely unexplored. 
In several such 
unpronounceable districts as Tlalpujahua, 
Oziimatlan, Auganquzo, Guavabon, Ohepa- 
t- a 'l an 1 Cur.tcupaseo, col l. silver, o p - 
1 ©r 
in re ry, ir >n, le; d coal, sulphur, 
antim ony ami magistral are mined. W ith­ 
in seventy miles it Morelia there may be 
found all tin productsof the tropic regions, 
from the choicest cotice, sugarcane, rice, 
tobacco, indigo, ranilla, etc., to wheat, 
corn, potatoes and the most valuable woods 
in the world. 
Besides ail the fruits of the 
temperate zone, liert are tigs, pineapples, 
bananas, limes, lemons, oranges, m ulber­ 
ries, inaiigo*-. ami a thousand strange and 
)u.-, -:oi» tropical varieties unknown to peo- 
pie of the North. The preserving of truits 
will one day be 11 great industry here : ai­ 
read v Morelia is famous from one end of 
the country to the other for its duicia 
(sweetmeat?:, chief among them being the 
•* ¡jiutj/abaU." mode from the guava. 
THE DISTRICT OF URUAPAir, 
W ith its little semi-tropical city of the same 
nam e, is especially famous for its fine-fia- 
vored coffee, which took a special premium 
at the Philadelphia Exposition of 1876. 
T he town (pronounced U-rah-pan) is situ­ 
a t'd on that picturesque m ountain stream, 
the Rio Cupaiitzio, just above thecele- 
brated cataract of Tzararacua. It is consid­ 
ered one of the most beautiful places in 
Mexico, a* well as tLe most salubrious. 
Here, aleo, the raising of silk-worms has 
become an im portant industry, through 
the effort* of a citizen, Don Aristeo Mer­ 
cado. 
A scieieW has lately b a n organized 
to extend the Industry, and the Governor 
iff Kichoacitti etthwribed for several shares 


of the stock, which he dona*cd to the town. 
The. unrivalled quality of Frii tpan entice 
led to experiments in cultivating the berry 
in other parts of Michoa xm where the soil 
and climate are similar. In every instance 
the results have been most gratifying, and 
tend to verify the jvrediction that these 
beautiful valleys and the gentle slopes ol 
the foothills—where now forests of mahog­ 
any, oak. ebony, rosewood, cocoa pal tus 
and cedar flourish in primeval magnifi­ 
cence— may one day contribute largely to 
the coffee m arts of the world. Last vear a 
most excellent berry was raised in Tnxpan 
de Michoacan, and the acreage of coffee 
trees has been largely increased. 
Government lands—and there are im ­ 
mense tracts of it in this id ate which are 
classed under the general name of terreno.< 
baldlor— sell in tracts at the rate of about 
3 9 1-5 cents per acre, reduced to American 
measurement.

THE PRINTER’S Cl B. 


M a rk T w aiu ’.s R e sp o n se fo I h e T o a st o f 
“ T h e C o m p o sito r.” 
Mark Twain recently dined with the Tv- 
pothehe, an association of New Yorkers 
having more or less to do with types. The 
occasion was the commemoration of Ben­ 
jam in Franklin's birthday, the place Del- 
nionico’s. 
In response to the toast of 
“ TheCom positor,” Mark Twain described 
the life of a cub printer of forty years ago 
(we take the report from the Now York 
Publisher» Weekly of January 23d): 
The Chairm an's historical reminiscences 
of Gutenberg have caused me to fall into 
reminiscences, for 1 myself am something 
of an antiquity. All things change in the 
procession of years, and it may be that I 
am among strangers. 
It may be that the 
printer of to-day is not the printer of thir­ 
ty-five years ago. I was no stranger to 
him. I knew him well. 
I built his fire for 
hint in the winter mornings ; I brought his 
water from the village p u m p ; 1 swept out 
his office; I picked up his type from under 
his stand; and, if he was there ¡0 see, I put 
the good tjqie in his ease and the broken 
ones among the “ hell m atter;” and if he 
wasn't there to see I dumped it all with 
the “ pi” 011 the composing-stone, for that 
was the furtive fashion of the cub, and 1 
was a cub. I wetted down the paper Sat­ 
urdays, I turned it Sundays, for tlfis was a 
country weekly. 
I rolled, I washed the 
rollers, I washed the forms. I folded the 
papers, I carried them around at dawn 
Thursday mornings. The carrier was then 
an object of interest to all the dogs in 
town. If 1 had saved up all the bites I re­ 
ceived, 1 could keep M. 1’asteur busy for a 
year. I enveloped the papers that were for 
the mail. 
AVe had a hundred town sub­ 
s Fibers and three hundred and fifty coun­ 
try ones. 
The town subscribers paid in 
groceries, and the country ones in cabbages 
and cordwood—when they paid at all, 
which was merely sometimes, and then we 
always stated the fact in the paper, and 
gave them a puff; and if we forgot it they 
stopped the paper. 
Every man on the 
town list helped edit the thing—that is, he 
ave orders as to how it was to he edited; 
dictated its opinions, marked out its course 
for it. and every tim e the boss failed tocon- 
nect he stopped his paper. We were just 
infested with critics, and we tried to satisfy 
them all over. We had one subscriber who 
paid cash, and he was more trouble to us 
than all the rest. 
He bought us, once a 
year, body and soul, for two dollars. 
He 
used to modify our politics every which 
way. and he made us change our religion 
four times in five years. If we ever tried 
to reason with'him he would threaten to 
stop his paper, and, of course, that meant 
bankruptcy and destruction. That man 
used to write articles a column and a half 
long, leaded long primer, and sign them 
“ Junius,” or “ Veritas,"’ or “ Vox Populi,” 
or some other high-sounding ro t; and 
then, alter it was set up. he would come in 
and say he had changed his m ind—which 
was a gilded figure of speech, because he 
hadn't any—and order it to be left out. 
We couldn't stand su ch a waste as th at; 
we couldn’t afford "bogus” in that office; 
so we always took the leads out. altered the 
signature, credited the article to the rival 
paper in the next village, and put it in.

An Eloquent Expression ot llie Hope ol 
Lii« litjo a d the (¿rave. 
The following is the peroration of Hon. 
Thomas Fitch's lecture, entitled “ The In­ 
visible Police," as delivered in Tacom a: 
" In the interests of social order, in the 
interests of a government of law, in the 
interests of liberty and property, it is 
necessary that the general belief of man 
kind in a Supreme intelligence and a life 
beyond the grave should not be taken 
away. 
If materialism is a truth, we m aj­ 
as well strike such words as sacrifice and 
integrity and unselfishness from our vocab­ 
ularies. If there is no life hereafter, no 
moral accountability, 110 conscience, no 
innate perceptions of right and wrong which 
come to us from the other life as moon­ 
beams come through rifts in the darkening 
cloud, if all these are hut sounding phrases 
invented by priests, and used by politicians, 
then why should uot every man help him ­ 
self to whatever may contribute to his com­ 
fort without regard to the rights of others? 
There is surely another life than that of 
earth. Those who have gone before still 
live in our consciousness, though 110 more 
living in the flesh than the radiant chil­ 
dren of the sta:s. We need no priest to tell 
us this, nor scoffer to dt-nj- it. for there is 
ever before each of us the testimony of his 
own soul. We give our «lead not to the 
grave and the gloom, but to the hope of the 
dawn which dwells beyond the sunset. 
The intellect, with its endowments of 
knowledge and its attributes of {tower, goes 
out indeed Irom ils fleshy bouse, goes out 
with the tide. 
" But the tide which ebbs here flows else- 
wltere, and even so tlie spirit, with its gar­ 
nered riches of earth life in its arms, with 
it? personality beautified but not absorbed 
by the new light, sails out of this earthly 
night unto the radiant morning of another 
me.

close at hand. 
We are mariners upon 
life’s stormy ocean, waiting for the mes­ 
sage of relief and cheer. Not in the gloom 
nor the depths will we find it. 
It is above 
the horizon ; it is among the stars. 
Fix 
your eyes there and wait. 
Wait, weary 
heart; wait, desolate soul; the m idnight 
soon will pass and ‘ Joy eometli with the 
m orning.’ ”

AN EARLY “ SLATE.” 


T lie N ew O rle a n s “ P ic a y u n e ’s ” P re s i­ 
d e n tia l P ro g ra m m e to r 188S. 
The New Orleans Picayune savs: The 
battle now opening in the United States 
Senate between the Republicans and Dem­ 
ocrats is the beginning of the battle of 1888. 
It looks to Lie between Blaine and Cleve­ 
land, just as it was in 1884. There is one 
marked peculiarity of the situation among 
tlie Republicans since they were defeated 
in 1884 ; we stand now ’almost midway 
to 
the 
next 
election 
and 
never 
hear 
a 
word indicating any 
rise of 
internal 
dissension 
in 
their 
ranks. 
Never was that party so united. 
It 
lias been welded together by a defeat 
which it had accounted impossible, and ils 
heart-burnings and jealousies have been 
unanimously sunk in tlie interest of a 
great effort to recover its domination in I he 
republic. There was a short period last 
year when Senator Sherm an was talked of 
as a possibility of 1888, but it is so evi­ 
dently im prudent to rely on Ohio, which 
any Republican nominee is likely to carry 
by a handsome plurality, that the effort 
immediately collapsed. There was an old 
quarrel in the Senate, due to the fact that 
Sherm an had lost the Chairmanship of the 
Finance Committee by going into Hayes' 
C abinet; otherwise he would be the oldest 
Republican Senator, the oldest of any 
party. This chairm anship Senator Morrill 
would not return to him , and perhaps the 
talk of running him for President was in 
the nature of a compensation for his disap­ 
pointment. However the Senate finally com­ 
pensated him bjT giving him the pro tempo­ 
ral Presidency, and since then no one has 
named him in connection with 1888. 
The 
only man at present named is Blaine. Ilis 
friends claim now that his nomination will 
be by acclamation, and that if a ballot is 
insisted on, it will be seen that lie is 
stronger with his party* than he was in 1884. 
It follows, if these assumptions be true, 
that Cleveland’s nomination is also a cer­ 
tainty. 
He is the only man who is able to 
defeat Blaine, for the campaign opens with 
a probability of every Northern State cast­ 
ing its electoral vote for Blaine, except In­ 
diana, New York, New Jersey and Con­ 
necticut. The electoral vote, if no unex­ 
pected revolution occurs, is likely to stand 
precisely as it did in 1884, 219 for Cleve­ 
land and 182 for Blaine, and the whole of 
the battle will have to be fought in the 
four Northern States which wc have named, 
and practically in New York, since if we 
carry New York the same influences, the 
same set of the tide, will surely give us at 
least two out of I lie other three States. 
We admit that Cleveland does not want 
ilie nomination, but that has nothing to 
do with the qm stion. The party wants 
him , and proposes to have him. 
It is no 
part of the duly of a citizen of the republic 
to decline a call from 5,000,000 voters. 
In 
stating tlie result of. the vote beforehand, 
we state no more than is apparent on the 
face of the problem. Michigan will prob 
ably occur to m any people a s ;» Democratic 
possibility, but this is a delusion. 
It has 
been locally carried by a fusion, but 
there is no prospect of any im portant 
third-party canvass in 
1888. and less 
chance of defeating Blaine in Michigan 
than in California, and we have to face 
the facts that his nam e swamped the 
Democracy in all the Northern 
spates 
west of the Mississippi river as it b asn et 
been swamped before, and it looks as if the 
enthusiasm far him is on 
the increase 
every where west of New York among the 
Republicans. The outlook now* is that we 
are narrowed down to the old tickets; if 
Hendricks were alive he would again prove 
a tower of strength, but with this forced 
exception there is no choice. 
If Cleveland 
should die, wewould have to take Governor 
Hill, ot New York, or be beaten at tlie 
start. 
Under such circumstances the Demo­ 
cratic leaders who oppose President Cleve­ 
land are guilty of party treason. Their 
offense will not be condoned by the party. 
They must submit to the will of the patty, 
or go down.

T h e S ta n d a rd D o lla r. 
J. R Randall, in his W ashington corre­ 
spondence of the Augusta (Ga.) Chrutwir. 
says: 
W hether by superior craft or trickery, it 
appears-from what purports tobe a truthful 
record that by the Act of February 12. 187;;, 
the standard dollar was omitted from the 
list of coins. There can he no question, I 
think, that there was about the same time 
in the revision of the statutes of the Unite 1 
States a surreptitious demonetization of the 
silver dollar. 
Butler ami Poland of the 
Committee of Revision rose in their {daces 
and solemnly declared that no law had 
been changed. Yet in some mysterious and 
unauthorized, not to say felonious, way the 
following provision was inserted : 
“ The stiver coins of the United States 
shall be a legal tender at their nominal 
value for any amount not exceeding $5 in 
any one payment." 
{Revised Statutes 
United States. Sec. 3536.) 
It is charitable to presume that no m em ­ 
ber of Congress perpetrated this outrage, 
hut it has been said of one of them that 
“ ail corrupt tracks led to his door, hut he 
was never at home when anybody knocked.’ 
!n his pam phlet on the silver question, ex- 
■Scnator W . M. Stewart on this point say s: 
" The Revised Statutes of the United State' 
is a very large volume—a volume so large 
that it was impracticable to read it in either 
house of Congress. In le?4 this volume 
was adopted by Congress and the reading 
dispensed with on the assurance of the ! 
Commissioners charged with the duty o.‘ 
codifying the laws that they had inserted 
no new legislation. The fact that Section 
355*»—demonetizing silver—was in the Re­ 
vised Statutes, was not publicly knot » j

became worthless through the rascality of 
bank officers, and she was left without an 
income. She returned to the United States, 
and was for a year a cashier in a Brooklyn 
dry goods store. 
In i860 she married Clias. 
D. Fellows, a young man about town in 
Brooklyn. 
The marriage was unhappy. 
Mrs. Fellows left her husband and took up 
her home with her brother, a farmer near 
Nyack. 
In 1873 Fellows died in New Wr- 
leans. 
Mrs. Fellows obtained employment 
in Nvack, where she met Lieutenant \Yak»>- 
man. of the United States army, then sta­ 
tioned on Governor's island. They* became 
engaged. 
Lieutenant Wukeman was or­ 
dered to Montana in 1876. 
H e married

she was born. She was a woman ot m ar­

however, forty-two persons had left the 
group. T he N'auvoo contingent struggled 
on a few years, and then rem oved to Iowa, 
locating 
in Adatns county, w here the 
branch o f the Icarians prospered and ae- 
qttired property, and grew in the esteem of 
tlie Iowans. 
B ut in 1878 the com m unity 
was wrecked on the rock of disagreeing 
opinions as to w hat is true com m unism . A 
new faction w ent off. settled near by, re ­ 
organized in w hat is know n as New Icaria, 
w here th e com m unity still m aintains its 
peculiar existence—one in m any respects 
attractive and rational. 
B ut th e fateful 
disagreem ent as to m ethods o f govern­ 
m ent sent off from New Icaria in 18815-4 
a group to California ill 1881 and it located 
in Sonontn county, neur Cloverdale, ami 
still exists there. 
T he New Icarians in 
Iowa arranged, in 1883-84, to join the Cali­ 
fornia branch as soon as the Iow a property 
could be disposed of. 
T he new title o f the 
California group is Icaria-Speranza. intend­ 
ed to perpeteate th e m em ories o f Cabet 
and Lerottx, who respectively gave those 
nam es to ideal com m unities. 
A closing 
chapter of this deeply interesting history is 
devoted to glances at som e kindred social 
experim ents.

Love he designates as the single prim ary 
reality, and force, tru th and beauty, in na­ 
ture, are the m anifestations or expressions 
o f love. 
"T h ese spiritual realities arc re­ 
vealed directly to th e spirit of m an, w hile 
the form s w ithin w hich they are contained 
are m ade know n to him through his ph y si­ 
cal organs of perception.’'
